To the Honorable, the Common Council: 


Gxentiemen-—In prescribing the duties of the Mayor, 
the City Charter requires him not only to recommend to 
the Common Council, from time to time, all such measures 
as he may deem expedient, but also to communicate to 
you, at least once a year, “a general statement of the Fi- 
“nances, Government and Improvements of the City.” 


In compliance with that requirement, this general state- 
ment is made; and, conforming to custom, it is forwarded 
for your information at the beginning of the new year. 
The term of an Alderman is now but one year, and begins 
on the first Monday of January. This communication is 
addressed, therefore, to a new Board. But, fortunately 
for the City, and as a guarantee that the duties imposed 
upon you will be discharged with promptness and intelli- 
gence, and with a proper regard for the interests involved, 
many of the members of the present Board of Aldermen 
have already served with credit in the places to which a 
discerning constituency has but recently re-elected them,,

and havea-certain familiarity with the subjects to which 


reference must now be made. 


The reports of the several Departments make detailed 
statements—each of the condition and operations of the 
Department from which it issues ; they will all reach you 
in a short time, and afford full information concerning 

-each of the matters to which can be given here but a brief 


discussion. 


The first communication forwarded by me to the Com- 
mon Council in January last ended with the assurance 
that I should endeavor so to perform the responsible duties 
then but just assumed, that, under my administration as 
chief magistrate, improvement in the affairs of the city 
might be secured. I am happy to be able to show now 
that, notwithstanding the difficulties under which the 
local government has been carried on during the past year, 
the results attained are, in many respects, and so far as the 
Mayor could shape them, such as should gratify all 
good citizens. To that extent, the baleful influences 
which controlled the administration of public affairs dur- 
ing and for some time after the war have been disregarded ; 
the government has been conducted upon business prin- 
ciples ; extravagance, demoralization and corruption have 
been checked; the standard of qualification for public 
office has been made higher; and public officers have 
been found who perform their functions with the fidelity 
due to public trusts. Whilst the scandals of frauds 
and peculations committed elsewhere by public functiona-

ries are still of shamefully frequent ‘occurrence, nobody 
charges that such things continue here ; and it is thought 
that nothing is hazarded in saying that, during the last 
year, the government of this city—affecting as it does the 
interests of the whole country, and carried on with an ex- 
penditure of millions of money—has been administered 
with honesty throughout, and generally with economy 
and efficiency. 

In May last, the Governor, in a special message, called 
the attention of the Legislature to the evils arising from 
our present unstable municipal systems, and to the existing 
necessity of adopting a permanent and uniform plan for 
the government of the cities of the State. There was 
thereupon adopted a concurrent resolution, which origi- 
nated in the Senate, and which authorized the Governor to 
appoint a Commission to consider the subject, to devise 
a plan, and to report to the Legislature which meets to- 
morrow. A Commission has been appointed, accordingly, 
of twelve eminent citizens—chosen from various parts of 
the State, and without distinction as to political party. 
Some of them have had actual experience of the difficulties 
-and defects of administration in New York and Brooklyn, 
under the various charters vouchsafed to us, from time to 
time, during this generation. 


The Commissioners have recently organized, and are 
expected to proceed with discussions of the problems be- 
fore them, so as to be able to submit the results of their 
deliberations to the present Legislature, if possible, for

action. It is no part of their duties to devise a project of 
a law having special reference to the City of New York 
only ; but the facts from which to reach deductions for a 
general law, have been here advertised more glaringly 
than elsewhere in the United States, and have given New 
York an unenviable notoriety throughout the civilized 
world. ‘The members.of the Commission may well 
keep us particularly in mind, therefore, as they proceed. 


It is understood that they will confine themselves to con- 
siderations first: of a general scheme to secure responsi- 
bility in administration in the local government of each of 
the many cities of the State ; and second: of a measure of 
general application for regulating the amount and character 
of municipal debt which may be incurred in any city. 


Whilst, in the present state of knowledge of the subject, 
the wisest and the Lest informed may doubt the sufficiency 
of any particular scheme to secure the object to be aimed 
at in the second inquiry, and which is receiving the careful 
study now of economists everywhere—the difficulties pre. 
sented by the first inquiry have been recently, frequently 
and exhaustively investigated, and the solution has been 


stated with an unanimity almost unexampled. 


One of the most vigorous of the writers upon the sub- 
ject has summarized the results of the discussion in an 
article, published in 1870 in a leading daily newspaper 
with regard to the charter of that year, in these words: 
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“The principles on which any Constitution of 
“government, for a free people, must be founded are 
“few, simple and well ascertained. They have been 
“fully discussed and accurately laid down by eminent 
« publicists, and may be considered as well settled. Among 
“them is this: That there shall be asingle executive head 
“ to enforce the laws, appointing and removing all his im- 
“‘ mediate subordinates, the heads of departments, who, in 
“turn, are to select and remove, and be responsible to 
“their chief for their agents and subordinates.” 


It may be remarked that in addition to the control 
exercised over the local Executive by the observation of 
intelligent citizens to whom he is responsible, and by the 
criticisms of an enlightened public press, a safeguard is 
already established for this City against an improper exer- 
cise of such power, were it given him, by the provision of 
the existing law, which subjects the Mayor himself to 
removal by the Governor—for conduct which is arbitrary, 
capricious or otherwise obnoxious to the public interests 
or to the rights of individuals. 


FINANCES. 
During the year 1875, there has been a decided improve- 
ment in the finances of the city, as compared with 1874. 
Y 
I am informed by the Comptroller that during 1874 


there were issued stocks and bonds amounting to 
$48,902,253./5, and that those falling due and paid off in 
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the same time amounted to but $39,231,121.97, leaving, 
January 1, 1875, an addition of $9,671,131.78 to the 
ageregate debt. But, whilst in 1875, there were issued 
stocks and bonds amounting to $35,806,539.62, those fall- 
ing due and paid off in the same time amounted to 
$33,088,266.23, leaving, January 1, 1876, an apparent 
addition of $2,718,278.39 to the debt.

The aggregate amount of those classes of the debt, on 
the 31st of December, 1874, as stated by the Comptroller, 
was $115,187,980. There is therefore an apparent in- 
crease during the last year of $1,431,506.87. 


But the actual amount of the real indebtedness of the 
City (the Bonds payable from the Sinking Fund or from 
taxation, less the actual amount in the Sinking Fund) has 
been diminished. On the 81st of December, 1874, it was. 
$91,625,779.24; on the 31st of December, 1875, as shown 
by the above schedule, it was only $91,154,359.02—a de- 
crease of $471,420.22. 


The apparent increase consists of bonds issued payable 
from assessments—and of Revenue Bonds issued to raise 
moneys for current’ expenses, in anticipation of taxes now

coming in every day. For its liability on those bonds, the 
City is perfectly secured—and they will be paid off in a 
short time. 


That the credit of the City has improved is shown by 
the facts that, whilst most of the Bonds (other than 
Revenue Bonds) issued during 1874 bear 7 per cent. in- 
terest—all those (other than Revenue Bonds) issued dur- 
ing 1875 bear interest not exceeding 6 per cent.—and 
that the prices realized were about the same. The moneys 
raised on Revenue Bonds, are short loans—which were 
effected during 1875 on better terms than in 1874 because 
the money market for such loans has been better. . 


So far as I am aware, the floating debt of the City has 
not been increased during 1875—on the contrary, a sub- 
stantial part of it outstanding at the beginning of the year 
has been liquidated, much of the money for that purpose 
having been raised by issuing, for judgments recovered 
during the year, bonds which are included in the above 
statement of the Funded Debt. 


The revenues for the ordinary expenses of the govern- 
ment are from twosources: F rst, taxation; and second, 
the General Fund. All the revenues of the Corporation, 
not by law or otherwise specifically appropriated, are when 
received into the City Treasury, credited to what is known 
as the General Fund; and those revenues, together with 
the surplus revenues of the Sinking Fund for the payment 
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of interest on the city debt, are by law appropriated, and 
are exclusively applied, to the diminution of taxes. 


The amount so applied in 1875 amounted to $4,000,000 ; 
and, at least an equal sum will be available in 1876. 


The aggregate of the revenues of the General Fund, 
and the surplus in the interest account of the Sinking 


Fund, are increasing from year to year. 


The amount of taxes ordered and required by the Board 
of Supervisors to be raised each year, is ascertained by 
deducting the estimated amount of the General Fund for 
the year (including the surplus of the interest account 
of the Sinking Fund), from the amount appropriated by 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment—for the ex- 
penses of the City Government, for the proportion of 
State Taxes payable by the City, for Interest on the City 
debt,and for the various other purposes for which the City 
is by law required to provide the moneys. 


The amount of the tax levy for 1875 was $32,171,472.23 
—having been reduced by an act of the last Legislature, 
which authorized $785,000 of the amount due in 1875 
for the Fourth Avenue Improvement, to be raised by 
issuing bonds which are to be paid out of taxation in 1876. 
The amount to be raised by taxation in 1876, as determined 
by the appropriations for the year, will be $30,904,395.64— 
which includes the moneys to meet the bonds just men- 
tioned; to which a small sum may be added by the 
Supervisors, to -provide for possible deficiencies in the 
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- amount actually produced by the taxes when collected. 
There is therefore a decrease for 1876, as compared with 
1875, of over $1,250,000 in the amounts to be raised by 
taxation. 


Since 1872, when the conduct of work upon streets and 
avenues, up town, was transferred from the Park De- 
partment to the Department of Public Works, no public 
improvements have been commenced, except such as have 
been payable from assessments on the property benefited. 


To realize money to prosecute such work, city bonds 
are issued, redeemable from a fund into which are re- 
ceived the amounts collected from the assessments, which 
are levied only when the improvements are completed. 


The expenditures for improvements made from ad- 
vances of proceeds of such bonds, were, during 1874, 
$4,583,447.21; and during 1875, $3,239,110.27, making a 
total for the two years of $7,822,557.48. The amount of 
assessment lists for completed improvements transmitted 
by the Department of Public Works to the Board of 
Assessors, to enable them to assess upon and collect from 
the holders of the property benefited, the amounts rateably 
due from each, were, during 1874, $6,247,717.34, and dur- 
ing 1875, $5,641,619.34—the lists transmitted in each year 
including an amount expended in the year previous. The 
amount of the assessment lists forwarded during the last 
two years thus exceeds the amount of moneys expended 
(and for which assessment bonds were issued) during those 
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two years by $4,066,779.20 ; and, if the assessments had 
been promptly collected from the property holders, there 
should now be a reduction of the temporary bonded in- 
debtedness of the City in that amount. The fact is that, 
instead of a reduction, there has been an actual increase 
of that part of the debt, as shown by the above schedule. 


Early last year, in a special message to the Common 
‘Council, I called attention to the steady growth of that 
class of the debt, and suggested measures to be enacted to 
check it. The subject was afterwards discussed in the 
Legislature; but nothing has yet been done to supply a 
remedy. The number of bonds heretofore issued of that 
character, make now an addition of $21,394,100 to the 
debt for which interest must be provided from taxation. 
There should be legislation, forbidding further issues until 
the entire amount outstanding is reduced by redemption 
to a maximum much smaller than the sum just men- 
tioned; and an enactment should also be had requiring 
that no obligation payable from the proceeeds of bonds 
may be incurred by any Department beyond the limit of 
an appropriation to be made for it by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, after a careful estimate, by the 
Department by which the money is to be disbursed, of the 
amount demanded for the work. The estimates in each 
case of that kind, with a statement in detail of all the 
items and calculations which determine it, might be pub- 
lished in the City Record, for the information of the 
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holders of the property upon which the cost of the work 
is to be assessed—and the officer making it should be held 
to a strict account for completion of the work within the 
amount of the estimated cost. 

With regard to obligations which may be incurred, 
payable from the proceeds of taxation, the law, as it now 
is, was apparently intended to limit them by the appro- 
priations previously made for the specific object. The 
effect has been salutary; but the desired results cannot be 
fully attained until there shall be an amendment of the 
law to cure a present defect.. Courts have held, in 
cases where no moneys of the amounts appropriated 
remained to the credit of the account against which 
claim was made, that there must be judgment against 
the city in an action for it, the amount being shown 
to have stood to the credit of the account.at the time when 
the liability originated out of which the claim arose— 
even though at that very time there were outstand- 
ing contracts payable, as work under them progressed, 
out of the same account, and for amounts sufficient, in 
the aggregate, to absorb the whole of the appropriation. 
The reason for the decisions seems to be that, as the law 
now stands, persons dealing with the city cannot be charged 
with knowledge of the claims of others upon unexpended 
balances inthe treasury. Judgments in cases of that kind 
can be met only with the proceeds of bonds issued expressly 
for them—and such bonds every year add to the public 
debt, for which interest, and ultimately the principal, 
must be provided out of taxation. 
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To meet that case, it is suggested that an amendment 
to the statute be made, requiring that a schedule, open to 
public inspection, be kept in each Department, and _per- 
haps published in the City Jecord, not only of the 
amounts appropriated to each account, but also of the 
outstanding contracts and of the liabilities incurred, pay- 
able from each—and that every one proposing to deal 
with the Department must take notice of the fact, that, 
as there are no means provided with which to make 
payments under a contract with him, the contract itself, 
even if made by the Department, would be unauthorized, 
and could not be enforced against the city. 


I solicit your co-operation in efforts to attain those ends 
—and your consideration of every other measure which 
may promise to diminish, if possible, the present volume 
of the debt—or at least prevent additions to it, except as 
corresponding reductions are made by redemption of 
obligations falling due. The present amount of outstand- 
ing bonds should be the maximum debt upon present 
resources. 


It may fairly be claimed, now, that the flood which 
overflowed the city with debt during the last few years, 
has been at last got under control; and that—with proper 
co-operation between local officials—and reasonable com- 
pliance by the Legislature with representations to be 
made by the Common Council in matters such as are 
above referred to—the financial condition of the city will 
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be steadily ameliorated. Considering that fact—the im- 
proved character of the city administration, as compared 
with what it was but.a short time ago—the great value of 
the property owned by the corporation—the amount of 


- present revenues—and the extent of our resources in taxa- 


tion—the credit of the city ought to stand at least as high 
as that of the United States. With proper management, 
our bonds should be marketed at a rate of interest. not 
to exceed five per cent.—and for prices quite as good as 
they now sell for. 


SINKING FUND. 


There is a general misapprehension with regard to 
the Sinking Fund, which seems to be popularly supposed 
to be pledged for the principal of the whole amount of the 
indebtedness of the city. Were that the case, the Fund 
‘should, of course, be kept intact to secure redemption of 
the debt as it matures. But the fact is, that the Sinking 
Fund, which now amounts to $27,902,544.52, is pledged 
-only. for certain prescribed bonds and stocks, amounting 
in the aggregate to $21,042,663.36, maturing during and 
after 1876. Of that amount Water Stocks and Croton 
Bonds of several classes for, in the aggregate, $10,952,- 
492.36, are payable, principal and interest, from the Sink- 
ing Fund, and the principal, but not the interest, of Central 
Park Stocks of several classes, for, in the aggregate, 
$10,090,171, is payable also from that Fund. The inter- 
est account payable is now at the rate of about $600,000 per 
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annum ; and as the principal of the stocks and bonds, on 
which that interest accrues, matures and is redeemed, the 
annual amount of interest payable is, of course, smaller 


and smaller. 


The Sinking Fund itself is now largely in excess of 
the amount of the securities for which it is pledged, and 
the amount of interest earned by the investments of the 
fund is, annually, more than $1,000,000 in excess of the 
interest payable by it. Anamount equal to that, being the 
annual surplus of the revenues for the payment of interest, 
is, as above stated, transferred, at the end of each year, to the 
General Fund (by authority of an act of 1862), and then 
used to reduce taxes. But the principal of the Sinking 
Fund, swollen by receipts, from many different sources 
which yield an aggregate revenue every year larger and 
larger, has been steadily increasing. It has grown nearly 
$10,000,000 since the end of 1870, notwithstanding all 
annual reductions to pay off maturing bonds and stocks, 
for the redemption of which it is pledged. At the end 
of 1872, the funded debt, payable from the Sinking 
Fund, was about equal to the amount of the Fund 
itself. But since then that debt has been redeemed 
as it has matured; and the surplus to the credit 
of the redemption account is now nearly $7,000,000 over 
and above the amount of obligations it has to meet. 
What shall be done with that surplus, is a question de- 
manding prompt attention. So long as it remains, it is 
invested in obligations of the city, upon which nearly

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$500,000 accrue as interest to be raised every year by 
taxation—though, as stated above, a larger sum is paid 
back to the taxpayer from the Sinking Fund, by the round 
about process of transfer to the General Fund used to re- 
duce the taxes of the next year. If the Sinking Fund be 
reduced and kept to the amount of the value of the out- 
standing obligations to be met by it, the principal of the 
debt for which it is pledged will, of course, be perfectly 
secured ; and it will still earn every year, from the securi- 
ties in which it is invested, more than the amount which 


it is required to pay out as interest. 


IT recommend an inquiry on your part whether it may 
not be wise to relieve the tax-payers at once of a portion 
of their burdens—either (as has been suggested) by an 
amendment to the act of 1862 to authorize transfer, not 
only of the surplus of the interest account, but also of the 
surplus of the redemption account, to the General Fund, 
to be used to reduce taxes—or (as I myself prefer) by 
canceling, from time to time, bonds and stocks of the 
city which are held by the Sinking Fund, in amounts 
sufficient to keep down the surplus. 


By the first plan, there will be a very large reduction 
of taxes in the year to which it is first applied; by the 
second, there will be a large and permanent reduction of 
the city debt—and that second course is the one which I 
recommend. 
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MUNICIPAL EXPENDITURES. 


The appropriations for 1875 were $36,956,472 .28, and 
the whole of that amount has been, or will be, spent to 
meet obligations of that year. 


The appropriations for the year 1876, as finally deter- 
mined by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
amount only to $34,904,395.64—showing a decrease, as 
compared with last year, of $2,052,076 .59. 


It is popularly supposed that the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment has an effectual control over every 
part of the appropriations included in that aggregate 
sum; and that the members of that Board can properly 
be held responsible for the exercise of a discretion which 
might make still further and large reductions from all 
the appropriations.

This, however, is an error which is corrected by a 
very short inquiry into the provisions of the law. The 
fact is, that it is only with regard to a limited portion of 
the appropriations that the Board, or any branch of the 
City Government, has any discretion whatever. ‘The re- 
ponsibility for the rest is upon the Legislature ; and man- 
datory acts passed by it compel the appropriations. 
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In that final estimate of $34,904,395.64, there has been 
appropriated for—

With regard to it the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment performs no function, except to make 
the appropriation of those amounts—as to them the law 
is mandatory. The Board has no discretion either to. 
increase or to decrease the sums fixed at the figures stated.

For those expenditures, the aggregate amount appro- 
priated for 1876 is considerably less than that allowed for 
1875—though it is thought that the economy, to be prac- 
tised in them as in all other disbursements of public 
moneys, will secure all the results required at present. 


Tn this connection it seems proper to call your attention 
to the enormous amount of money expended for the 
Judiciary. A number of citizens have, from time to time, 
remonstrated with me on ‘the subject—erroneously sup- 
posing that the City Government has an undisputed 
power to cut down those sums. The fact is that all 
the judges, including those of the Police and District. 
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Courts, are held to be State officers; and not only are 
their salaries prescribed by acts of the Legislature, but 
they have or claim the power to select and continue in 
office all the various court officers and attendants, at sala- 
ries also prescribed by the Legislature. It is insisted that 
the City Government has no authority whatever with re- 
gard tothem. The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
sent, however, to all of the Judges, during the summer 
and autumn, circulars calling their attention to the sub- 
ject and appealing to them to cooperate in efforts to re- 
duce expenses. In compliance with those requests, the 
Superior Court and the Court of Common Pleas made 
substantial reductions in their estimates for clerks and at 
tendants—which, added to amounts deducted by the Board 
in cases in which it seems to be authorized to do so, make 
the appropriations for the Judiciary for 1876, $46,480.40 
less than for 187 5——independent of the amounts in which 
certain salaries of Judges and others were reduced by 
the Legislature, by chapter 480, Laws of 1875. 


LAW DEPARTMENT. 


Immediately upon entering office in January last, I 
found it necessary to institute proceedings of inquiry into 
the administration of the Law Department by E. Delafield 
Smith, the then Counsel to the Corporation. On the 3d 
of February, I forwarded to the Governor a certificate of 
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Mr. Smith’s removal from office. On the 6th of August 
the Governor approved the removal; and 1 thereupon 
appointed William C. Whitney to the vacancy. He has 
reorganized the Department, and affairs there are now 
conducted with results better than the city has had from 
that branch of the administration for many years. 


Upon his accession, he found that much of the business 
of the city was déne by special counsel, not always se- 
lected because of eminence at the bar, and with offices 
scattered all about the city; to them the entire conduct of 
important cases was handed over, and all the papers in 
such cases were sent tothem. The results were not always 
satisfactory in any sense—and how expensive the system 
was, appears from the fact that, although the appropria- 
tion applicable for such use in 1875 was $100,000—the un- 
paid bills of special counsel already presented for services 
previous to Mr. Whitney’s appointment, exceed the appro- 
priation out of which they are payable by about $120,000! 
One bill is for $119,000—rendered by counsel to whom 
has already been paid nearly $20,000 during the time it 
covers ! | 


The force, employed in the office proper, was inadequate 
to sufficient examination of either the law or the facts of 
cases to be tried by it; it appears to have been the custom 
to defend every case upon which the Auditing Bureau of 
the Finance Department, without consultation, perhaps, 
as to the law affecting the claim, had refused payment— 
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and to go into court with little other knowledge of the 
facts than such as was furnished by the Auditor’s report. 
The consequence was a vast amount of unsuccessful liti- 
gation, entailing large expense to the city for costs of 
court and for interest on claims in which judgments were 
recovered. 


"All that has now been changed. All cases in the office 
are thoroughly scrutinized there before going into court; 
in those which do not present good grounds for resistance, 
no defense is made; of those tried or in which motions have 
been argued during the last two months, the city has been 
- successful in at least two-thirds—a record surpassed, I am 
told, by but few law offices in conducting litigations for 
clients. As the result of an arrangement recently made 
between the Comptroller and the Counsel to the Corporation 
—and by which it is understood that claims will not be 
finally refused payment by the Auditing Bureau of the 
Finance Department without full consultation as to the 
law and the facts—it is expected that there will be here- 
after fewer suits to be lost by the city. 


As an illustration of the improvements in the Bureaus 
of this Department, it may be mentioned that the sums 
paid over by the present Corporation Attorney, be- 
tween September 1 (the date of his appointment) and 
December 81, collected as costs and penalties in proceed- 
ings for violations of ordinances, etc., amount to $4,477.04 
whereas the sum paid over by his predecessor, during 
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the time between January 1 and September 1, was only 
$2,089.08. 


The appropriations for the Law Department for 1876 
(including the Bureau of the Corporation Attorney, and 
the Bureau of the Public Administrator,) amount to 
$161,000, being $31,850 less than for the year 1875. 


DEPARTMENT OF TAXES. 


As the Department of Taxes and Assessments is at pres- 
ent organized, the functions imposed upon it are performed 
with fidelity to public duty and a proper regard to the 
rights of individual citizens. 


The appropriation for expenses of the oftice during 1875, 
amounted to $129,800; the sum allowed for 1876, is 
$120,000—a reduction of $9,800. 


STATE TAXATION. 


The so-called equalization of State Taxes continues to 
be the source of injustice and loss to this city. At the re- 
quest of the Common Council, a commission, consisting of 
Tax Commissioner George H. Andrews, Wilson G. Hunt 
and Isaac Sherman, was appointed by me in August to 
present to the State Board of Equalization our claim for 
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justicé. The duty was promptly and thoroughly per- 
formed. 


The assessed value of the real estate in this city for 
1874, which was the subject of the action of that Board in 
1875, was $881,547,995. Notwithstanding the represen- 
tations made to the Board that this assessment bore a 
larger proportion to a full value than the average assess- 
ments in the State, there was imposed upon us an 
additional valuation of $51,502,404 for the professed pur- 
pose of raising the assessment of this city to the general 
average. The effect of that act, which had no better 
justification than the mere power to enforce it, is to 
impose upon the City of New York more than fifty per 
cent. of the whole State tax, or over $1,000,000 in excess 
of the requirements of an equitable apportionment. 


It is but just to say that this action was opposed by a 
minority of the State. Board. The majority, however, 
impervious to argument, acted upon the principle, probably, 
that a million more or less could make little difference to 
a city already so heavily burdened, and totally without 
representation in that Board. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


On the ist of March last, George M. Van Nort, for 
three years theretofore Commissioner of Public Works, 
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resigned the office, and Fitz John Porter was, appointed 
in his stead. The change resulted in a partial reorgani- 
zation of the Department, and in a great improvement in 
the efficiency of the service. 


This Department has control of (among other things) 
public buildings, public sewers, and works of drainage ; and 
of all structures and property connected with the supply and 
distribution of Croton water. It is charged with the duty 
of (among other things) opening, altering, regulating, 
grading, flagging, curbing, guttering and lighting streets, 
roads, places and avenues; of constructing and repairing 
public roads; filling sunken lots; paving, repaving and 
repairing streets, and keeping them’clear of obstructions; 
and of collecting the revenues arising from the use or sale 
of Croton water. The business is conducted through 
eight Bureaus, each of which has important functions. 
The extent of the operations of the Department may be 
perceived from the facts that the attention of its officers 
is constantly required by not only the works of construc- 
tion in progress, but by 270 miles of street pavements, 
124 miles of boulevards, and about 50 miles of streets 
regulated and graded but not yet paved; by 351.66 miles 
of sewers, with 4,309 receiving-basins; and by 20.1389 
street lamps—and that it supplies,and, through 409.21 miles 
of mains, distributes 105,000,000 gallons of Croton water 
daily—being 100 gallons to each of the inhabitants every 
day. The revenues received by the city from the use of 
Croton water are about $1,250,000, or $1.23 from each 
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inhabitant, per annum. During 1875, the Department, 
among other works of public improvement, constructed 
12.67 miles of sewers, culverts and drains, with 129 
receiving-basins. 


The appropriations for the Department for 1875 were 
$1,582,000; for the current year they are $1,434,000—the 
reduction being much larger than it appears, because in 
the appropriation for 1876 is included an amount neces- 
sary for rebuilding and repairing sewers during the year, 
for which purpose moneys were heretofore provided not 
out of taxation but by issuing bonds. The Act which 
authorized such bonds was repealed by the last Legislature. 


In the City Government, this Department has been the 
chief employer of labor, though prosecuting many enter- 
prises through contractors. All works carried on, whether 
by contractors or by laborers receiving wages by the day 
directly from the city, are subject to inspection as they 
progress. During the last year, inspection by the Depart- 
ment has been more thorough and exacting than ever 
before, though there is still much room for improvement. 
The work done in 1875, whether by contractors or by day’s 
wages, has been of better quality than in 1874; and that 
the new administration has been more economical than its 
predecessor was, is made evident by an examination of the 
tablés of prices paid. 


When the spring, opened, and work upon the up-town 
improvements was resumed,a reduction of wages was 
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made, from the rates which had been paid by the depart- 
ment since the spring of 1872. -Within that time the 
salaries of all officers and employees of the City Govern- 
ment had been reduced—many of them fifty per cent., 
others more; measures, since successful, had been insti- 
tuted for reduction of the salaries of all the judicial and 
County officers in the City whose cases could be reached 
by legislation; and, in the general shrinkage of values, as 
we passed from the era of the inflation and extravagance 
which had characterized and had followed the war, 
the market rates of wages, for a day of ten hours’ work 
had fallen some thirty-five or forty per cent. lower than 
the rates then still paid by the City for the statutory day 
of eight hours upon public works. 


Under such circumstances, the Commissioner simply did 
his duty as a public officer charged with the disbursement 
of public funds—and reduced the wages paid by the De- 
partment, to an approximation to the rates prevailing in 
the market and paid by individuals. This measure— 
instituted in concert with another (and as it was at the 
time supposed, with all) of the several Departments which 
employ laborers—has been the occasion for expressions of 
disapproval by some who honestly consider it a mistake ; it 
has also been the theme of declamations by others who 
have had ends of their own to serve by fomenting dis- 


content among the laboring classes. 


J am at a loss to perceive how tlie Commissioner could 
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have done otherwise than as he did under the circumstan- 
ces—having in view, among other considerations, the fact 
that the public improvements, upon which the laborers 
have been employed, are ultimately paid for by assessments 
upon the property supposed to be immediately benefited— 
the owners of that property, already oppressed by the 
heavy burden of taxation and of the general stagnation in 
business, having had no voice in determining that the im- 
provement should be commenced, no option to prosecute 
the works at their own expense and by methods which, as 
employed by private persons, may nearly always be ex- 
pected to secure results cheaper if not better than those 
which attend upon public undertakings of that kind. The 
laborers employed should be enabled, by arrangements 
for keeping them more continuously at work while their 
names remain on the pay-roll, to make, at proper rates 
per day, larger aggregate average earnings, week in and ~ 
week out, than they have heretofore been able to secure 
with the interruptions to work which now occur. But, for 
public officers to take without compensation the private 
property of unconsenting citizens and distribute it to 
public employees—and that is just what has been asked to 
be done for those in the pay of this Department, in claim- 
ing for them wages much above the market rates—is a 
method of plundering not likely to be long tolerated by 
any free people. . 


The reports of the Department show that the works of 
public improvement heretofore prosecuted by day’s wages. 
3 
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are now nearly or quite completed, and that it is now pos- 
sible to conduct all the remaining works by contract. It 
appears that the contract system was not tried early in the 
spring, upon all the public improvements then in pro- 
gress, only because the condition in which some of them 
were found by the present Commissioner was such as to 
make it almost impossible to estimate the cost of comple- 
tion with the accuracy necessary, as the basis of a satis- 
factory arrangement with responsible and approved con- 
tractors. 


There should now be careful consideration by you, as 
by all others in any measure responsible for the local ad- 
ministration, of the general question, whether public 
works should be done by contract or by day’s wages—con- 
cerning which, it is well to recollect, that the State Gov- 
ernment has recently been discussing the evils inherent 
in the systems of public contracts heretofore pursued, and 
that the facts thus brought to light have startled the com- 
munity. 


I venture here to suggest that the question, as com- 
monly presented, involves the error of expecting to 
find a remedy for the evils of one system by changing 
to the other; and that this is not the proper solution. 
There are some kinds of work which can best be 
done by contract, others which can be best done by day’s 
work. The condition which underlies each system, and 
which alone can ensure good work, is thorough inspection 
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—and that can be had under either. It is better to pro- 
vide for this, and then to apply each system to the work 
to which it is appropriate, than to alternate from one 
system to the other, and thus incur the evils of each in 
turn. 


I recommend that all public works be done by contract, 
where the conditions are such as to secure reliable pro- 
posals by responsible contractors. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Upon my accession to the Mayoralty, I received from 
my predecessor a report from the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts, just made to him and disclosing facts upon which 
were based charges affecting the integrity of the Fire 
Commissioners—particularly in the matters of contracts 
for supplies to the Department, and of some of the selec- 
tions by them made of subordinate employees in and 
about Headquarters. 


After a thorough investigation which resulted in further 
proofs to sustain the allegations, after communications to 
me voluntarily made by one of the Commissioners who 
corroborated the information thus gathered, and after a 
formal hearing accorded to them upon the charges, on the 
3d of February I transmitted to the Governor a certificate 
removing all of the Commissioners from office. A few 
days afterwards, I forwarded to him various papers show- 
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ing the several steps in the proceedings—but I am not ad- 
vised that he has taken final action upon the case. On the 
1st of May the term of one of the Commissioners expired, 
and Vincent ©. King was appointed. A thorough business 
training, and long familiarity with the nature and require- 
ments of the service, have enabled him to check many of 
the abuses theretofore existing, and to effect decided 
reductions in the estimates of moneys needed during the 
current year. 


Notwithstanding the discredit necessarily attaching to 
Headquarters because of the removals made but which 
have not yet taken effect, the officers and men of the 
various fire companies have admirably performed their 
duties and, by thoroughness of discipline and great 
efficiency as an organization, they fully maintain the 
reputation of the service as perhaps the best Fire Depart- 
ment in the country. 


The appropriations for 1875 were $1,316,000 ; for 1876 
a reduction of $67,914 has been made, without affecting 
the amount of salaries of the force. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


For more than a year past, there has been a general 
want of confidence in the management of the Police— 
uttered not only by individual citizens, but by the unani- 
mous voice of the Press. 
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From assurances made to me by several of the Police 
Commissioners, during the early months of my adminis- 
tration, I was led to hope that this would be corrected by 
reforms expected to be prosecuted after the Ist of May, 
when a vacancy occurred in the Board, to which General , 
William F. Smith was appointed—selected for the place, 
in order that, by his experience as a soldier, and his ability 
as an administrative officer, he might compel a more 
thorough discipline in the force, and a better scheme for 
responsibility among the Captains and Inspectors. . He 
promptly instituted proper measures to secure those re- 
sults; but the co-operation of two of the Commissioners, 
necessary to success in enforcing the reforms, was with- 
held, and finally, in September, the Department was 
formally presented by the Grand Jury for inefficiency and 
demoralization. 


Charges against the Board were thereupon made—and 
each of the Commissioners was given an opportunity to be 
heard, why he should not be removed from office. Gen- 
eral Smith and Mr. Voorhis, admitting the deplorable 
condition of affairs\and their inability to correct them 
without co-operation in a Board which consists of four 
members, immediately tendered their resignations. The 
others attempted a defense which was entirely inade- 
quate; and they would have been at once removed, but 
for the fact that the general election was at hand and 
fears were entertained that changes, made then, might be 
an occasion for misrepresentation that it was intended to 
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interfere with so much of the machinery of the elections 
as is by law under the control of the Police Department. 
On the 4th day of November, however, my certificate was 
forwarded to the Governor, removing Messrs. Matsell and 
Disbecker from office—and on the 31st of December he 
approved of the removals. As stated by me in my first 
message to the Common Council, and repeatedly since 
—with the concurrence of the press and the leaders of 
both political parties, and with the approval of the com- 
munity at large—I am in favor of a non-partisan Police 
Board, in the fullest sense of that term. The police sys- 
tem should not be managed under party influence, or for 
' political purposes. 


The new year has been auspiciously inaugurated by the 
reorganization of the Board—of which General Smith is 
now President, and Messrs. John R. Voorhis, De Witt 
Clinton Wheeler and Joel B. Erhardt are associate mem- 
bers. From the high character and recognized capacity 
of those gentlemen, it may be expected that the city will 
now enjoy the benefits to be conferred by a Police De- 
partment which is efficient in every respect, and deserves 
‘the confidence of all good citizens. 


The appropriations for 1875 were $4,187,325 ; for 1876, 
they are $4,089,475—a reduction of $97,850. 
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CHARITIES AND CORRECTIONS. 


The Department of Charties and Corrections is charged 
with the control of all the City Prisons, Hospitals, Re- 
formatories and Charitable Institutions—it also affords 
relief, in the shape of food, etc., and of medical attend- 
ance, to a large number of out-door poor. Under the 
present Board, the Department is conducted with many 
reforms of the administration of its predecessor. 


The average number of inmates of the several institu- 
tions for the year 1875, was over 10,000—classified as 


follows :

The expenditures for 1875, as compared with 1874, show 
a considerable decrease in the item of salaries, but an in- 
crease in the amounts spent for supplies and repairs. 
The Commissioners have greatly improved the kinds and 
added to the quantities of the rations furnished to the sick 
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and insane; and have complied with the wishes of a large 
and respectable class of the citizens by affording to the 
Faculty of Homeopathic Physicians the use of a Hospital 
otherwise unoccupied, on Ward’s Island, in which to prac- 
tise their own methods of treatment. The recent law which 
provides for placing all healthy children heretofore in 
the public nurseries, asylums and reformatory schools, 
between the ages of three and sixteen years, in families or 
institutions not within the jurisdiction of the Department, 
has been carried into effect. The object of this statute 
was evidently to remove one of the agencies for the 
promotion of pauperism. It is too soon to predict the 
results which may come of this innovation; but if it 
shall promote the desired end of insuring places for 
these waifs where they will have a chance to become 
useful and to learn to acquire an independence, it will 
prove beneficial. 


Perhaps the most notable of the improvements insti- 
tuted under the present administration is the Training 
School for Nurses, which, in August last, was opened at 
Charity Hospital, Blackwell’s Island. The requisites for 
admission are that the applicants shall be women, be- 


‘tween the ages of 20 and 35 years, recommended by 


clergymen and physicians, and in good health. The in- 
ducement offered is a thorough education in practical 
and theoretical nursing by means of instruction at the 
bed-side, and by lectures delivered by members of the 
medical staff of the Hospital. Of the numerous ap- 
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plicants, forty-six have been accepted, of whom four have 
left and forty-two remain—all of them intelligent and 
respectable young women. 


The first twenty-one nurses admitted are in charge of 
wards, the remainder are assistants. Each nurse remains 
for three months, at a time, in charge of a medical, 
surgical, uterine, obstetrical and venereal ward, first as 
assistant, afterwards as head nurse. T'wo lectures are 
delivered to them each week, in the amphitheatre of the 
Hospital, by visiting Physicians and the Chief of Staff. 
House Physicians give them daily instructions in the 
wards. In the library for nurses are all the standard 
medical text books. By dismissing the former nurses, 
and instituting this method, the discipline in the wards 
and the condition of them as to cleanliness have been 
materially improved. The patients now receive con- 
stant care and attention, day and night; and the nurses 
thus trained are given an occupation, by which to earn a 
comfortable income during the rest of their lives, whilst 
serving as useful assistants to practising physicians. 


The Commissioners reiterate their urgent representa-. 
tions that the City Prison, known as the “Tombs,” is now 
inadequate for the number of prisoners, and unfit for the 
uses, for which it is required. 


The appropriations for 1875 were $1,183,000; for 1876 
they are $1,122,000—a reduction of $61,000. 
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‘HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


As at present organized, the Board of Health consists—of 
the Health Officer of the Port, who is appointed by the 
State as a guard against the introduction of epidemics 
and contagious diseases from abroad; of the President of 
the Board of Police, who is thus enabled to bring intel- 
ligently the co-operation of the Police Department; and 
of two Health Commissioners, one medical, the other not 
medical, but an expert in sanitary chemistry. Like every 
well regulated machine, it has worked qnietly but 
efticiently during the past year. Perhaps the most notice- 
able improvement recently instituted by it has been the 
Small-pox Hospital (Riverside), and the Vaccination 
Bureau. Over 115,000 persons have been vaccinated by 
this corps since it was organized in October, 1874, 
nearly all of the work having been done during 1875 ; 
and vaccine virus sufticient for 13,000 persons more has 
been furnished to public institutions gratuitously. A 
change for the better has been made in the treatment of 
small-pox patients; and the Beard earnestly represents 
that there should be an act of the Legislature requiring 
all persons to be vaccinated. 


In addition to much other work, the Department has 
endeavored to correct such evils as the offensive and 
malarial exhalations from Harlem flats; and has insisted 
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upon improvements in the drainage and ventilation of 
dwelling houses—by defects in which typhoids and other 
low fevers, and diptheria and other such fatal diseases, 
are caused or developed. Under the directions of the 
Sanitary Inspectors, the atmosphere of many dwellings 
has, during the last year, beén made wholesome by an ex- 
tension of the soil-pipes through the roofs, and, by thus fur- 
nishing an escape for the sewer-gases which had theretofore 
given to closets, bath-rooms and fixed basins an offensive 
odor, the rooms haye been purified of the poisons which 
affect the health of the inmates of all houses in which 
such improvements are not introduced. The attention of 
every householder is called to this subject. 


By an arrangement with the Department of Buildings, 
the plans for no tenement or dwelling are now approved 
until plans for the soil-pipes and plumbing proposed to 
be placed in the house are submitted to and approved by 
the Health Department. It is expected that evils which 
have recently been much discussed in the newspapers, and 
from which the city has long suffered, will be thus 
corrected. 


The appropriations for this Department for 1875, 
amounted to $222,000; for 1876, they are $220,000—a 
reduction of $2,000. 
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PARK DEPARTMENT. 


In the Park Department, the expenditures for mainten- 
ance in 1875 have been about five per cent. less than in 
1874, and greater results have been produced for the 

money. The change in the Superintendent, and in the 
command of the police force, has produced greater effi- 
ciency. Most of the architectural structures and of the 
bridges in the Central Park have been put in complete re 
pair. The paths and walks there are also in good order. 
The unfinished works of new walks, roads and bridges have 
been substantially completed. What remains of this work 
~ ean be finished in the early months of the ensuing spring, 
so that then the area of the Central Park will be in a 
completed condition—except the gates, a portion of the 
enclosing walls at the northern end, and the interior slopes 
adjacent to those unfinished walls. 


The plans which have, been heretofore prepared for the 
elevated portions of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards have been held under consideration, and measures 
have been taken for a new plan to replace them. The 
objections suggested to the old plans—excessive cost and 
inadequate design—will be met by the thorough study 
given to the necessary conditions to secure results satisfac- 
tory to the property-owners and beneficial to the City at 
large. It is important that the plans be completed during 
the year 1876, and this may be expected. 
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The two bridges over the Harlem river are constantly 
out of repair—that at the Third avenue because of 
excessive weight—and the Central bridge (Macomb’s Dam) 
because of age and weakness of structure. The interrup- 
tion to travel on either of them is an inconvenience to many 
people. The Central bridge ought to be rebuilt; 
and, as this is postponed, the expenses of keeping 
it in repair are necessarily heavy. The Third avenue 
bridge needs a steam engine to work the draw with 
rapidity, to obviate the detentions now so embarrassing to 
those who must use it. The Department has made prepa- 
rations for two more bridges—a suspension bridge half a 
mile north of the High Bridge, and a bridge at Madison 
avenue; but the requisitions for money to proceed with 
them have not been met by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. 


The Museum of Natural History has been enclosed for 
a.year; and of the Museum of Art the external walls 
and the roof frame have been erected. No progress has 
been made with the Museum of Natural History during 
the past season, because of delay in preparing the plans, 
Both are now ina condition in which the work can go 
steadily forward. 


Much progress has been made toward completing © 
the fountains and other unfinished details, in the other 
city parks. It is important to complete Tompkin’s Square ; 
and operations there have been commenced. The walks 
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in the City Hall Park should be relaid. These works can 
be finished early in the spring. 


The result of the attention given, during the past year, 
to the necessity for completing unfinished work on the 
Central Park and other city parks, and putting them in 
order, at a small expense, will be creditable to the city, 
when the parks are subjected to the observation and criti- 
cism of visitors, from other countries, who may be expected 
here during the coming year. 


The appropriations for 1875 amounted to $584,000 ; 
for 1876, they are $495,000—a reduction of $89,000. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


® 


All the officers of this Department are practical archi- 
tects, house-carpenters or masons. They are required to 
‘see that the provisions of law are enforced, with regard to 
the manner of construction or the materials to be used in 
the erection, alteration or repair of any building in the | 
city—to secure strength and durability, protection for 
property against fire and safety for persons in ‘case of 
fire. As the Department is at present constituted, the 
duties are performed more thoroughly than heretofore.

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The appropriations for 1875 were $95,000; for 1876 
they are $75,000—a reduction of $20,000. 


DOCKS. 


The Board governing the Dock Department has, since 
May last, been reorganized, and is now in a condition of 
efficiency. 


Many important works of construction or of repair are 
in progress; and some have been completed in 1875. 
Several months ago, the new Engineer-in-Chief reported, 
as the result of a preliminary examination made by him, 
that the condition of the bulkhead wall then in process of 
construction on the North river front, at King and Canal 
streets, was such as to excite grave apprehension. The 
work there and elsewhere on that front, was therefore 
suspended to await the report of a Commission of eminent 
Civil Engineers appointed to ascertain the precise facts 
and to advise with regard to it and to the plans of con- 
struction to be hereafter pursued in building the bulkhead 
wall. They have conducted careful investigations, but 
have made as yet only a preliminary report—which justi- 
fies solicitude in respect to the work under investigation, 
of which the original cost, however, was only’ about 
$100,000. 


Notwithstanding the present dullness of trade, it is not 
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now possible to provide adequate accommodations for the 
traftic which seeks an entrance to or outlet from the city 
by shipping, steamers, railroads and river craft, on the 
North river front, and within the limits of the region in 
which such business is done. Improvements there will be 
judiciously prosecuted ; and the construction of terminal 
facilities for moving the freights of commerce should be 
provided or encouraged as rapidly as possible, to reduce 
the extraordinary accumulation of charges now made at 
this port for handling freights, and which are in such 
excess of those found at either Boston, Philadelphia or 
Baltimore, as to place New York, in competition with 
them, at a temporary disadvantage—though this city enjoys 
a natural superiority to either of those rivals. That cause, 
and the combinations made between railroad companies 
which have carried freights at rates, until recently main- ~ 
tained, discriminating against New York, have, I think 
largely contributed to the unfavorable results of commer- 
cial enterprises here during 1875. 


The amounts collected by the Department from rents 
of wharf property, are paid over to the City Chamberlain 
and placed to the eredit of the Sinking Fund. Those 
amounts are steadily increasing; in 1865 they were but 
$272,415.61; in 1875 they were considerably in excess of 
$600,000, and larger than ever before. The difference 
between the revenue derived from those sources in 1870, 
and that received in 1875, is now a suin about 70 per cent, 
of the annual interest on the whole amount. expended by

the Department during that time in improving the water 
front. In 1875, the Board leased, by public sale and 
otherwise—on the East river, 20 piers, 21 half piers and 
15 bulkheads—and on the North river, 80 piers, 2 half 
piers and 9 bulkheads. The rents for which those leases 
were made, are believed to be the full value of the 
use of the premises. 


Since May last, the Board has made a larger reduction 
in the salary account—which is now at the rate of. 
$30,201.25 per annum—but previous to May last, was at 
the rate of $55,300 per annum—a decrease of nearly 46 
per cent. , 


And, whilst the amount expended by the Department 
during 1874 was (in round numbers) $1,700,000, the 
expenditures during 1875 have been only about $700,000. 


Those and all other expenses of the Department are 
payable, under the present law, not out of taxation, but 
from the proceeds of bonds which must be issued by the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, upon the requisition 
of the Board governing the Department. That system is 
altogether wrong and, though not likely to be abused at 
present, should be changed. 


It may be stated.here that, for some years, the Union 
Ferry Company has had the use of valuable franchises 
and dock property belonging to the city, at a nominal 
rental of one dollar per year. I recently caused a resolu- 
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tion tobe prepared, which was adopted by the Commis- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund, requesting the Counsel to 
the Corporation for an opinion as to the legality of that 
lease. His opinion indicates that the lease is illegal. The 
Commissioners of the Sinking Hund have therefore 
directed proceedings to be taken to have it annulled ; and 
a proper return for the property may be secured for the 
City Treasury. The revenue derived from that source, 
prior to the present lease, was over $100,000 per year; 
and, with the increase of travel by an increased population, 
the franchise and property should now yield the city an 
income larger than that was. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The public schools continue to afford to the citizens 
cause for satisfaction and pride. Without them, it might 
be doubted whether free institutions could long be main- 
tained for a city like this—with the distance between 
capital and labor growing wider every year—and with a 
population of youth recruited every year, not only from 
many of the best, but also from many of the worst ele- 
ments of human society. The number of teachers in 1875 
was 8,257. The whole number of scholars taught in 1874 
was 251,582; in 1875 it was 253,894. The actual average 
daily attendance was of 117,231 scholars in 1874, and 
119,853 in 1875. There is class-room for 151,814 scholars, 
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Those figures include the Normal College and Training 
School and the Saturday Sessions for teachers—which, in 
1875, were attended by more students than ever before, 
and were admirably maintained at a cost of about $85,000. 

The whole amount of the expenses of the Board of 
Education in 1875 was $3,346,912.44; the appropriations 
for 1876 are $3,689,500—this being the only respect in 
which the amounts allowed for the current year exceed 
the sums expended in 1875. 


RAPID TRANSIT. 


In my first message last year, I called attention to the 
urgent necessity for improved methods for rapid communi- 
cation between distant localities within the city limits. 
The subject was again brought to the consideration of the 
Common Council in a communication from me on the 
98th of January, recommending appointment of a special 
committee, to investigate the subject by hearing all the. 
parties more particularly interested, and to report the 
measures ascertained to be most feasible and best adapted 
to the necessary conditions of such a work. That Com- 
mittee forwarded to the Legislature a bill, which—with the 
intelligent and active co-operation of the public press—and 
after the members of the Board of Aldermen had gone ina 
body to Albany, accompanied by a memorial from the 
Mayor, to re-enforce the efforts of some of the members of 
the Senate and Assembly, representing this locality, and to 
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insist upon the relief demanded—was finally passed by 
the Legislature, notwithstanding the combination against 
it of many opposing interests. The first. step thus taken, 
was followed by the passage of a second bill (intro- 
duced by Hon. James W. Husted, and popularly known 
as the Husted bill), incorporating the provisions of the 
first and avoiding difficulties which, in the full discussion 
given to the subject, had been suggested as likely to arise in . 
view of recent amendments to the Constitution. That 
measure became a law after receiving the signature 
of the Governor, who had ably seconded the efforts of the 
local government. Under it, the Mayor promptly ap- 
pointed five Commissioners, chosen because of excep- 
tional qualifications—who, after devoting several months 
to thorough examination of the various [propositions 
submitted to them, have reported the routes selected 
and the plans of construction determined by them 
for elevated steam railways through the streets. As 
allowed by the law, concessions were made to each of two 
corporations, theretofore existing and controlled by capi- 
_ talists of liberal ideas and large means; a third company 
was incorporated and organized by the Commissioners 
after subscribers had come forward to furnish the whole 
amount of the proposed capital. . 


The routes selected were immediately sanctioned by the 
Board of Aldermen; and everything now seems favorable 
to realization of the wishes of the citizens generally con- 
cerning Rapid Transit—after encountering and over- 
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coming obstacles which, until now, have sufficed to defeat 
each of the many enterprises inaugurated during the last 
fifteen years to attain the object. 


At least one line of elevated steam railways is to be con- 
structed as soon as possible, making the circuit of the city, 
upon a route convenient of access; and completion of the ° 
sections most urgently needed is promised during the cur- 
rent year. Provision has been made for frequent special 
trains, which are to be run during the hours of the morn- 
ing and evening when the laboring classes are going to 
or from work—at half the low rates of fares allowed to be 
charged on the other trains; and it is hoped that those 
who depend upon daily labor here may thus be enabled to 
place their families in salubrious homes near the city— 
away from crowded tenement-houses, but within con- 
venient reach of the workshops and other places of busi- 
ness to which they must go. 


The burden of taxation is expected to be lightened by 
Rapid Transit—by appreciating property now nearly or 
quite unavailable for use by those who have daily occupa- 
tions in the city, and thus distributing more equally 
throughout the area to be covered by the population 
which affords our taxable fund—and by attracting within 
the city numbers who now add wealth to neighboring 
localities only because such places have heretofore been 
more accessible than the upper end of Manhattan Island 
or the new districts of New York. 
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It is to be considered also that the construction of a 
railway of the kind prescribed by the Commissioners, 
along a street, will depreciate only temporarily, if at all 
the adjoining property—and will ultimately enhance its 
value. The owners of premises upon any of the routes 
selected should regard that result and their share of the 
benefit to the city at large, as satisfaction for what they 
may at present feel disposed to consider a local dis- 
advantage. 


CONCLUSION. 


The Centennial year upon which we have just entered 
is to be celebrated in the city where the Independence of 
these United States was declared and their Union under 
the present constitution of government established—by an 
Exposition collecting the best products of the arts, the 
sciences and the industries of our own and of foreign 
nations. 


It is not within the powers conferred upon us to appro- 
priate any part of the public moneys to the assistance of 
an object, which, nevertheless, engages our patriotic sym- 
_ pathy, and which should command among all our fellow- 
citizens, in their private and individual capacities, an 
effective aid and co-operation. 


But it is within our power to mark and to celebrate 
the beginning of the second century of our Republican 
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liberties and Government, at home also, by perfecting 
as we may within the prescribed sphere of our official 
duties as the representatives and servants of the people 
in this metropolitan municipality, that Government of 
the people by the people for the people, which so many 
years ago was launched in the full tide of successful 


experiment. 


We have not to deal with foreign wars or civil strife. 
Our affairs come even closer to men’s business and homes. 
But here, as much as upon any broader field, it behooves us 
to be faithful to our trusts—to be frugal and sparing, since 
the taxes we collect are the sweat of honest industry—to 
be painstaking and exacting, that the taxes we spend may 
procure that full and faithful service which in all parts of 
the public business and government is the people’s right- 
ful due. 


The frugality which ensures private prosperity needs to 
be re-enforced by frugality in the public expense, in order 
that we may recover from the costly excesses and errors 
of the past, renew our prosperity in its sources, and justify 
our pride in Democratic self-government and our faith in 
its sufficiency for the untried perils of another century,

Aw Act to reorganize the local government of the 
city of New York. 


Passed April 80, 1878; three-fifths being present. M4 


The People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 


ARTICLE I. 
‘Whe Corporate Powers. 


Section 1. The corporation now existing and known corporate 
by the name of “'The Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty hae 
of the city of New York” shall continue to be a body 
politic and corporate, in fact and in name, by the same 
‘name, and have perpetual succession, with all the 
grants, powers, and privileges Heretofore held by the 
mayor, aldermen, and commonalty of. the city of New 
York, and not modified or repealed by the’ provisions of 
this act. 

ARTIOLE II. 


Of Legislative Powers. 

Sxo. 2. The legislative power of the said corporation tegisative 
shall continue to be vested in.a board of aldermen anda” 
board of assistant aldermen, who together shall form the

board of, assistant aldermen is hereby abolished from and after the

any property of the city, terminating the lease of any 
property or franchise, or the making of any specific im- 
provement, or the appropriation or expenditure of public 
moneys, or authorizing the incurring of any expense or 
the taxing or assessing of property in the city, shall be 
passed or adopted by either board until at least five days 
‘after such abstract of its provisions shall have been 
published. No such ordinance or resolution shall be 
approved by the mayor until three days after such abstract 
shall have been so published after its passage; but if an 
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abstract of any resolution or ordinance shall have been 
once published after its introduction, it shall not there- 
after be necessary to publish the same again, but only to 
refer to the date and page of the former in the City 
Record, and to state the amendments, if any, made thereto. 
In all cases the yeas and nays upon the final passage of ' 
the resolution or ordinance shall be published. The 
comptroller shall cause a continuous series of the City. 
Record to be bound as completed quarterly, and to be 
deposited, with his certificate thereon, in the office of the 
register of deeds in the city and county of New York, in 
the county clerk’s office and in the office of the clerk of the 
common council, and copies of the contents of any part of 
the same, certified by such register, county clerk, or clerk 
of the common council, shall be received in judicial pro- 
ceedings as prima facie evidence of the truth of the con- 
tents thereof.

question the due performance of his duties by such officer, 
except when necessary to prevent fraud.

to this article the sanitary ordinances then or lately 
adopted by the existing department of health, which shall 
be called the “sanitary code.” And said health depart- 
ment is hereby authorized and empowered to add to such 
sanitary code, from time to time, and shall publish addi- 
tional provisions for the security of life and health in the 
city of New York, and therein to distribute appropriate 
powers and duties to the members and employees of the 
board of health, which shall be published in the City 
Record. Any violation of said code shall be treated and Penalty tor 
punished as a misdemeanor, and the offender shall also be 

_ liable to pay a penalty of fifty dollars, to be recovered in 
a civil action in the name of the mayor, aldermen, and 
commonalty of the city of New York. All orders duly 
made by the existing department of health, and by their 
terms or necessary legal effect to be executed in the city 
of New York, may be executed, and the execution thereof 
compelled, and the execution of such of them as are 
partly executed may be compelled by the department of | 
health hereby created ; and the said orders may be sever- 
ally rescinded or modified by last said department, with 
like effect as could have been done by the existing depart- 
ment of health at the time the said orders were severally 
made.

§ 4. The board of aldermen now in office shall hold office until the 
first Monday in January, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
five, the same being the term for which they were elected.

The Board submits the following statement of the sub- 
jects and duties which have engaged its attention during 
the year ending April 30, 1876: 


J.—ORGANIZATION. 


May 3, 1875—-Henry F. Dimock, appointed Ist inst. 
a Commissioner of Docks, for the term of six years from 
that date, by his Honor the Mayor and confirmed by the 
Board of Aldermen, presented his certificate of appoint- 
ment, and stated that he had taken the oath of office and 
was prepared to assume the duties of a Commissioner of 
Docks. 

The annual election for officers of the Board was then 
held, in compliance with the By-laws, and Commis- 
sioner Wales was elected President for the ensuing year, 
and Commissioner Westervelt authorized to act as Treas- 
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urer pro tempore, and to perform all the duties pertain- 
ing to the office of Treasurer, until the election of that 
officer. 

The President appointed the following Standing Com- 
mittees for the ensuing year: 


Executive Committee— 
Commissioner DIMOCK,

ie DIMOCK. 


May 14, 1875—-By-laws amended, so that the weekly 
public meeting shall be held hereafter on Wednesday 
instead of Thursday, as heretofore ; and the meetings of 
the Executive Committee shall be held on Friday of each 
week instead of Tuesday, as heretofore. 

May 21, 1875—-By-laws amended, so that section 2 
of article 5 be stricken out in full; and the wording of 
section 1 of article 9 altered; and a new section, to be 
known as section 2, added to article 15 ; all of the above 
relating to the manner in which orders and requisitions _ 
for stores, supplies, etc., shall be drawn and issued. 

June 9, 1875—By-laws amended, so that article 12 be 
stricken out in full, and the wording of article 13 altered 
—both changes relating to Collection Clerks ; and article 


8, relating to Floating Property and the Superintendent 
thereof, annulled. 
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During the year the Board has. made large reductions 
in the official and working forces of the Department. 


IJ.—OPERATIONS ON THE WATER FRONT. 


New Pier No. 1, North River, at the Battery—This is 
the only pier now being constructed entirely of stone and 
concrete masonry. It is not probable, owing to the ex- 
pensive character of such structures, that another of the 
same kind will be undertaken. It was commenced in 
1871, and will be completed this year. As originally 
planned it was 501 feet long and 80 feet wide. Early in 
the year the Board, after a careful examination of the 
condition and surroundings of the pier, and acting under 
advice of the Engineer-in-Chief of the Department, deter- 
mined to reduce the length of the pier to 452 feet. The 
reasons for this change are more fully given in the report 
of Mr. Greene, herewith. 


Defective Bulkhead Walls—Early in May last the at- 
tention of the Commissioners was called to defects sup- 
posed to exist in the plan and methods employed in the 
construction of the ‘‘ beton en masse” bulkheads in pro- 
gress at Canal and King streets, North river. General 
Graham, Engineer-in-Chief of the Department, having 
previously expressed his full confidence in the stability of 
these structures, addressed a letter to the President of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, then sitting at 
Pittsburg, in which he requested the appointment of a 
Committee of Engineers from that association, to exam- 
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ine and report upon the condition of the bulkhead walls 
in question. 

Nothing, however, came of this request, and on the oth 
of June following, General Graham resigned the position 
of Engineer-in- Chief. 

On the 16th of July following, George S. Greene, Jr., 
was appointed Engineer-in-Chief, and immediately upon 
assuming the duties of his position, he was directed to 
make a most thorough investigation and examination, as 

‘to the character of the work performed and the manner 
of constructing the sections of the wall referred to, and 
report in writing the result and his opinion in regard to 
the construction of said wall. Upon receiving his report 
that the walls were in an unsatisfactory condition, the 
Commissioners decided to request the Mayor to appoint 
a commission of three well-known engineers to conduct 
a thorough examination, and report the result of their 
conclusions to the Board. 


The following is a copy of the communication ad- 
dressed to the Mayor: 


DEPARTMENT OF DOCKS, 
NEw York, September 22, 1875. 


Hon. W. H. WickuaM, Mayor: 


Str—The undersigned, Commissioners of the Depart- 
ment of Docks, have the honor to transmit herewith a 
report of the Engineer-in-Chief of the Department, in 
which is detailed the result of examinations made of 
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sections of the sea-wall now nearly completed at Canal 
street and King street, North river. We invite your 
careful attention to this report, and to the following brief 
narrative : 

The original plan for the construction of the sea-wall, 
devised by General McClellan, the then Engineer-in- 
Chief, is known as the beton block system, which consists 
of the formation of massive concrete blocks formed in 
molds, and manufactured in the open air, in such sizes 
as the nature of the work demanded. These blocks, 
when properly hardened, were lowered by the aid of the 
large floating derrick to a foundation of piles firmly 
driven, and then sawed off so as to form an even bed. 
An example of this system of construction is found at 
the Christopher street section. 

In the month of July, 1873, General Charles K. Gra- 
ham was appointed Engineer-in-Chief of the Department, 
in place of General McClellan, who had resigned. 

It appears from the records of the Department, that 
in the month of October, 1874, with a view to more 
economy in the construction of the sea-wall, the Engi- 
neer-in-Chief recommended to the Board, as a substitute 
for beton blocks, that concrete en masse should be 
formed upon a foundation of piles in a wet caisson, the 
concrete being lowered to its place within the caisson (by 
appropriate machinery) in tilting buckets, and then left 
to harden in a solid mass. The heads of the piles were 
not cut off after being driven. 
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In the month of November following, our predecessors, 
by formal resolution, adopted the recommendation of 
General Graham, and ordered the work to proceed, 
which was done, and about 347 feet were constructed. 


For particulars concerning this system of bulkhead 
wall construction, see report of General Graham _ here- 
with inclosed. 

The new Board of Commissioners was organized on 
the 2d day of May last, and, on the 2d of June following, 
General Graham resigned the office of Engineer-in-Chief, 
and, as soon as practicable, his successor, George S. 
Greene, Jr., was appointed to fill the vacancy. 


The attention of the Commissioners being called to pos- 
sibl defects in this method of construction, the subject 
was referred for investigation to the Executive Commit- 
tee, who directed the Engineer-in-Chief to make a careful 

examination of the work, and report the result. 

‘The difficulties attending the examination in turbid 
water, and the results thereof, are explained in the 
Engineer-in-Chief’s report. The examination has pro- 
ceeded far enough to excite in our minds very grave 
apprehension as to the safety of that portion of the wall . 
covered by the report. 

If our apprehension should be well. founded, we desire 
to avail ourselves of such remedy as the combined 
wisdom of the highest authorities may be able to suggest. 
This is not only due to the great interests of the city, but 
it seems also just that individuals who may be considered 
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responsible forthe work, should have the advantage of the 
fullest and fairest examination of it, by a body of men of 
such capacity and character that their decision shall be ac- 
cepted by all. We have, therefore, thought it desirable 
to have an examination of the wall covered by this report 
made by three engineers of the first eminence, and to 
invite their suggestions as to the remedy to be applied, 
if any is thought necessary by them. 

That we may secure the utmost impartiality in this 
investigation, we have deemed it proper to request your 
Honor, as the Chief Magistrate of the city, to name three 
suitable persons for this purpose.

Acting favorably upon the request of the Commis- 
sioners, the Mayor appointed Generals John Newton 
and Quincy A. Gillmore, of the United States army, and 
Mr. William E. Worthen, of this city, to conduct the in- 
vestigation. 

The subject being one of much importance, it was de- 
sirable that the examination should not only be thorough, 
but that it should be made by engineers of high char- 
acter and large experience. 

Considerable delay was necessary in making prepara- 
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tion for beginning the work, and it was not until 17th 
December, 1875, that the engineers in charge of the 
investigation were able to make a preliminary report, and 


from which the following extracts are presented : 


“On the receipt of the Mayor’s communication, we 
immediately entered on our duties, and commenced an 
examination of the King street and Canal street bulk- 
heads, the Department of Docks having previously sunk 
a shaft in the centre of the King street bulkhead, and 
constructed and placed a three-sided caisson against its 
face. We have now, with the aid of divers, made thor- 
ough examinations of all the exposed faces of both bulk- 
heads, the examinations of important points being by 
two divers at different times, thereby checking their 
reports. The water hasbeen pumped out of the caisson 
and shaft at King street, and we have made a personal 
examination of the exterior face and centre of the wall. 
We have also had a shaft sunk in the centre of the Canal 
street wall, and have had a caisson constructed there, in 
which we are making trial ofconcrete construction under as 
nearly as possible the same conditions as those under which 
the bulkhead was made; in fact, a model ona large scale of 
the wall itself. When the concrete shall have become 
sufficiently set, the caisson will be raised, and the condi- 
tion of the concrete can be readily examined. We are 
also having experiments made of the comparative set and 
strength of concrete of Portland and Rosendale cements, 
in the position and under the circumstances obtaining in 
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the construction of the bulkhead. All these experiments 
require time for the setting of the cement, and are at 
present incomplete. We cannot therefore at present 
give a full answer to all the queries proposed, but in 
answer to your first interrogatory, ‘the facts as to the 
conditions of such structures, together with your opinion 
as to their safety and durability,’ we would respectfully 
report that, from all our examinations, we find that the 
mode of construction adopted, in connection with the de- 
tails, appliances, and materials used, is uncertain in its 
results. 

‘We have found that the component parts of the con- 
crete have settled in layers, or strata, with varying propor- 
tions of cement; that the broken stone and sand are in 
excess at the bottom of layer, andthe cement at the top ; 
that the cement has washed out and deposited itself as 
laitance, in combination with the soil in the water in 
layers by themselves, presenting the appearance of 
seams between the different layers of concrete, or of 
pockets in spaces in the concrete. Many portions of the 
wall we find strong, with a good set, but the faces al- 
most invariably weak, and the set imperfect; but we do 
not find any but the slightest settlement or delignment 
of the wall, nor is it probable that either of these will in- 
crease to any injurious or unsightly extent, whilst the 
bulkheads remain under their present conditions, with- 
out back-filling. But, before the earth filling is put in 
behind the walls, we should propose some further pro- 
tection against the thrust outwards of the embankment. 
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‘‘ Whatever of weakness there may be in the present 
structure we think it may be remedied without any re- 
moval of structure or any large expenditure. We would 
propose, at any rate, to leave it as it is for the present. 

‘‘We do not wish to be understood as condemning, as a 
system, the method of constructing submarine masonry, 
by passing mixed concrete through and depositing it in 
the water. On the contrary, it is well known that ex- 
cellent work can be executed in that manner, under 
suitable precautions in respect to the quality of the ce- 
ment used, the proportions of the cement to the coarse 
ingredients, the kind of apparatus employed in laying it, 
and the care with which it is operated. 

‘“‘ Our criticisms will be more fully set forth in our final 
report, and will refer to the details of the method of con- 
struction adopted for the Canal and King street sections.” 

The final and completed report* was made 18th Feb- 
ruary, 1876, the work covering nearly a period of five 
months. The report contains numerous notes and illus- 
trations, showing the condition of the walls, and being 
too long for insertion here, a copy of the same is here- 
with transmitted. The report closes as follows: 

‘‘While thus giving the general imperfections of the 
mass concrete, its falling off from what was intended to 
be its composition, and the uncertainty of the elements 
on which calculations for stability may be based, it is 
proper to state that there is now no disturbance of align-

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ment in the visible structure, no cracks that show dan- 
gerous settlement. 

‘Having decided against the stability and durability of 
these structures, we now proceed to comply with the 
second request of his Honor the Mayor—‘ to communi- 
cate our advice as to completing such structures, with 
modifications of the plan of construction, and to give ad- 
vice as to what should be done with those structures.’ 


«Where the granite wall is complete, with the excep- 
tion of coping, we advise that the coping be laid both 
at Canal and King streets. Where only the piles have 
been driven for the foundation, we advise that the first 
three rows of piles, front and rear, and intermediate 
piles, sufficient for the support of headers, hereafter de- 
scribed, should be cut off at an uniform level from a per- 
manent stage. We recommend the exterior faces, both 
front and rear, and headers of the foundation courses, to 
be made of rubble blocks as prepared by Gen. Graham, 
or beton blocks, of width sufficient to bear on the three 
’ rows of piles, front and rear, for the stretchers ; and two 
transverse rows for the headers, to have sufficient rise or 
height to complete the foundation to the level of the A 
course in two courses. Both courses to be alternately 
headers and stretchers; stretchers in such lengths as may 
be best adapted to the derricks, say from 9 to 12 feet 
long; headers to extend through both walls. The 
lower face of upper headers between the walls to be 
chamfered at angles of 45° on each side to an edge at the 
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centre, so that there may be no surface sheltered from, 
the mass concrete hearting as deposited. The first layer 
of hearting on top of the piles to be of bags filled with 
concrete in courses, which will adjust themselves around 
and inclose the heads of the piles, and make a strong 
and secure base. Above the bags, the space to be filled 
in with mass concrete. As each course of upper headers 
makes a sort of box, the concrete is to be prepared in 
mass sufficient to fill this space, and. deposited at once 
by a ¢rémte. 

‘‘Of the material and proportions of which the blocks 
should be made, we see no reason to alter the propor- 
tions and material already adopted; but for the heart- 
ing, we recommend the use of Rosendale cement, quick- 
setting, instead of Portland, with the addition of a little. 
slaked lime in proportions 4 volumes cement, 114 com- 
mon lime slaked to powder, 5 sand, 10 broken stone. 

.‘* With regard to the wall above the concrete base as 
above, we recommend no change of the present con- 
struction. 

‘*To resist the thrust of the back-filling we recommend 
that 11 rows of vertical piles, spaced to 3-feet centres, 
be driven in the rear of the wall at Canal street, and 
13 rows at King street, with rows of intermediate in- 
clined piles ; the inclined piles to be driven at an inclina- 
tion of 3" horizontal to 12” vertical, each row to be 3 
in number ; the first, or nearest the wall, to be so driven 
that the foot will rest near to and in the rear of the foc t 
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of the rear row of piles beneath the wall; the 3d pile- 
head to be on aline with the last row of vertical piles— 
that is, the 11th and 13th from the wall, as above. That 
a string-piece be securely bedded on the rear projection 
of the concrete mass, or beton blocks. That the piles 
be cut off at a suitable level, so that their caps, notched 
to receive the head of the piles, may rest on this string- 
piece, the caps to be treenailed to the string-pieces and 
to the piles ; the planking to be 3” thick, and secured to 
the caps by treenails. When the platforms are com- 
pleted the earth back-filling to be commenced at the 
wall or river side, and embankment face to be always 
preserved towards the shore or old bulkhead line. 

‘‘ With a platform in the rear of the wall, of the extent 
proposed, thus supported, bonded, and back-filled, we 
should feel confident of the security of the whole struc- 
ture; and should there at any time be a show of weak- 
ness on the river face of the concrete, by further abra- 
sions, they will be gradual, giving ample notice of the 
necessity of repair, without endangering general stability. 

“ On the 8th of December last, we received a communi- 
cation from the President of the Department of Docks, 
inclosing a memorandum prepared by Mr. G. S. Greene, 
Jr., Engineer-in-Chief of the Department, suggestive of 
a request for fuller expression of our opinion as to the 
‘system employed in said constructions ;’ which sug-' 
gestion was approved by the Commissioners. 
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‘““ MEMORANDUM FOR PRESIDENT WALES. 


‘«« Understanding that it is no part of the duty of the 
Board of Engineers at present examining the bulkhead 
wall to express their opinion as to the system or princi- 
ple employed in its construction, I beg leave to suggest 
that it would be well to request said Board to report and 
express definitely their opinion in regard to the system 
employed ; because though, from their report in regard 
to present condition and advice as to what shall be done 
in the future, their opinion as to the system may be in- 
ferred, it would be much better for this Department to 
have a decided and definite expression of their opinion. 

“«¢Tn case they report the wall faulty, this expression 
of opinion would decide whether it is so by reason of 
the system, or of bad work under a good system, and it 
would also prevent different persons making different 
inferences from their report in regard to this point.

“In ANSWER. 


“Throughout our report will be found full details of 
the defects of the structures under examination, and re- 
marks on what we consider the causes of such defects, | 
and how they might probably be obviated. But we 
suppose Mr. Greene intended his request for our opinion 
as to the system of constructing concrete mass zm situ 
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beneath the surface of the water. We cannot condemn 
a system of which many successful examples are re- 
ported, with which we are conversant, nor, under certain 
circumstances and necessities, should we hesitate to 
adopt it ; but these do not obtain in the construction of 
these bulkheads ; and we should recommend that all ex- 
terior faces here should be constructed in blocks and de- 
posited on the pile foundations as heretofore described 
in our modification of the present structures.

Your attention is also invited to the remarks made on 
this report, in the annexed report of Mr. Greene, 
Engineer-in-Chief of the Department. 

The result of this investigation, so carefully and im- 
partially made by the eminent engineers employed for 
that purpose ; the valuable information obtained respect- 
ing the true condition and character of the bulkhead 
walls and of the methods employed in their construction ; 
the suggestions as to the best means of strengthening 
them ; together with remarks upon the use of cements 
in hydraulic constructions of this character; seem fully 
to justify the wisdom of the selection made by the 
Mayor, and the action of the Commissioners in securing 
this method of investigation. 


According to estimates by the Engineer in charge, the 
sum of about $100,000 has been expended on these im- 
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perfect structures; and it isa matter of sincere regret 
that they failed to justify the high expectation of the 
Engineer-in-Chief. In regard to this point, Gen. New- 
ton, in his individual report, uses the following language: 
‘“Tf the walls at King and Canal streets be regarded as 
simple experiments, their value in saving future loss, by 
forcing builders back to the true principles of using 
concrete, will more than compensate, even to the De- 
partment, for the loss and delay incurred.” 

For reasons fully set ferth in the voluminous report of 
Messrs. Newton, Gillmore, and Worthen, the system 
adopted and partially carried out at Canal and King 
streets has been abandoned by the Department. No 
more walls will be constructed on that system. 

The defective condition of these walls, and the neces- 
sary time consumed by the engineers in making their 
investigations and final reports, forced a temporary sus- 
pension of all work at those points. This stoppage has 
been very detrimental to the interests of the Department. 
Aside from the misfortune attending the discharge of a 
considerable labor force, at a season most favorable to 
working submarine masonry concrete, it also delayed 
the construction of several new piers, which at that 
time were needed for the better accommodation of the 


railway and steamship companies doing business in that 
district. 


Bulkhead Wall, Christopher Street Sectton—A contract 
having been made with the ‘‘ Compagnie Generale 
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Transatlantique”” (New York and Havre), to build a 
new pier for the use of that company, at the foot of 
Morton street, North river, the Board directed the 
Engineer-in-Chief to continue the Christopher street 
wall on the improved beton block system to a sufficient 
length to cover this new pier. The wall and pier are 
now in progress and will be finished during the ensuing 
summer, and occupied by that company. 


The Policy of the Department—The present policy of 
the Department is to provide a permanent and compara- 
tively inexpensive masonry river wall of the most ap- 
proved construction ; also to complete the section bounded 
by Canal street and West Eleventh street with as little 
delay as possible, and to provide under the new plan 
such piers as are needed for the important commerce of 
that busy district. 

The city owns every pier between Canal street and 
West Eleventh street, North river, but one. This section 
was entered upon before two of the present Commis- 
sioners came into office, and a large portion of the whole 
of it is either completed or in some state of progress. 
Much work has been completed here and much is in- 
complete. The city has certainly gone so far here that 
it cannot retreat. 

It cannot remain stationary either, for very much 
valuable bulkhead property is now entirely withdrawn 


from commercial use, and the water-basins between the 
wall and the old bulkhead line confine largely the sew- 
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age pouring into them, making them dangerous to the 
health of the city. 

The Department, too, has already negotiated leases 
for nearly all this section, which will yield a very large 
return on the whole amount which the entire completion 
will cost. It is, therefore, not to be an expense to the 
city, but the most profitable operation which could be 
entered into. When done, our foreign steamship com- 
merce will nearly all be provided with most ample 
facilities. 

This section, then, the Department proposes to finish 
at once. ‘ 

It is also the policy of the Board to do as much of its 
work as possible by contract. Experience has proved 
this to be the most economical aud satisfactory; also, to 
limit expenditure to the lowest sum possible consistent 
with a due regard for the best interests of the city. 

The commerce of the port is suffering from a heavy 
temporary depression, and is not now in a condition to 
bear additional burdens of increased rentals. 

Many of the old leased piers and wooden bulkheads 
are rapidly going to decay, and must soon be rebuilt. 

These piers require to be constantly repaired, and the 
lessees show little disposition, in this respect, to keep 
them up to the condition required by the Department. 


Rebuilding, Extensions, and Repairs—For the details 
of the work of rebuilding wooden piers and bulkheads, 
and making extensions and general repairs to the same, 
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you are respectfully referred to the report of the Engi; 
neer-in-Chief, hereto annexed. 


Dredging—During the year, the Department has 
excavated three hundred and forty-six thousand and 
thirty*five cubic yards of mud and stone from the slips 
and basins from the water-front of the city, for the par- 
ticulars of which you are respectfully referred to the 
statement of the Engineer-in-Chief, hereto annexed. 


Collections of Wharf-rents and Wharfage—The rents 
received from the wharf property held under leases made 
by the Corporation, and the daily collections of wharfage 
from piers and bulkheads owned, but not leased, by the 
Corporation, amount to the sum of $631,959.86, which 
has been deposited with the City Chamberlain to the 
credit of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, and 
which is an increase of $56,358.67 over the collections 


of the previous year.

August 11, 1875—Superintendents of Docks and subordinate officers directed 
to prepare, from time to time, a list of all material of no value for the uses 
of the Department, and the Engineer-in-Chief directed to send, when 
practical, all such material to the Gansevoort or East Seventeenth Street 
Yards, in order that the same may be disposed of. 


October 13, 1875—Engineer-in-Chief to prepare proper forms, for the use of 
each division, of the daily work of the Department, and to cause returns 
to be made every morning by each Superintendent in charge, of the 
number of men employed, hours of service, and nature of service rendered, 
and each Superintendent to be held to a rigid accountability for the 
manner in which the work is performed.

REPORT 


OF THE

EUGENE T. LYNCH, Esq., 
Secretary of the Board of Docks: 

S1r—I have the honor to submit for the consideration 
of the Board governing this Department, the following 
condensed account of the engineering operations in this 4 
Department for the year ending April 30, 1876, and to | 
refer for the details to schedules annexed : 


° AT PIER No. 1, NORTH RIVER. 


Work on this pier, which was begun in September, 
1872, was prosecuted from the beginning of May to the 


end of December, when the coldness of the weather 
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prevented further progress. During these eight months 
124 feet were added to the length of the pier ; five arches, 
with the sub-piers upon which they rest, were completed, 
and two crib foundations laid for Sub-piers Nos. 18 and 
19, making the work accomplished during the season 
equivalent to one-third the entire pier. 

By the resolution of the Board, adopted April 13, 1876, 
the original plans for this pier are so far modified as to 
reduce its length by about 50 feet, making the completed 
length of the pier 452 feet instead of 502 feet, as designed 
by General McClellan. 


The work of preparing the foundation for the abutment 
or end of the pier is now being done, and by the ist of 
September the pier will probably be completed. No 
change has been made in the plan of this pier, as origi- 
nally designed by General McClellan, in the part con- 
structed, nor is any change in the original plans contem- 
plated in completing the pier, except the shortening of 
the length of the pier 50 feet, which becomes necessary 
in order to prepare the pier for use as speedily as possible, 
and it being impracticable for some years to proceed © 
with the execution of the general plan to the northward 
of the pier, its original length would project some 80 feet 
beyond the existing line of piers above, and so form an 
impediment to navigation, dangerous both to the pier and 
to vessels. 

Besides the work on Pier 1, all the concrete blocks for 
the foundation of the bulkhead wall, Morton street 
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section, were made during this year on the platforms in 
the rear of the pier. 


(For details, see Schedule 1.) 


CANAL STREET SECTION. 


At the commencement of the present year 110 feet of 
the new bulkhead wall at this section had been finished, 
the foundation brought up to the stone facing for a dis- 
tance of 80 feet, and the piles driven for 60 feet more. 

From April 30, 1875, to August 31, 1875, the work 
was continued on the same plan as it had been performed 
from the beginning, when further operations were sus- 
pended in consequence of doubts being felt as to the 
method of construction employed. When the work was 
stopped, August 31, the length of finished wall amounted 
to 183 lineal feet. 

The piles that had been driven for the construction of 
this wall, south of new Pier 34, were cut off to an uniform 
level of 15 feet below mean low water, after the work 
of putting in the concrete had been stopped. 

(For details of the work, see Schedule 2.) 

Upon assuming charge of the work in July last, I 
found this section in progress and the work being done 
in a manner which I considered very unsatisfactory, both 
as to the general plan and as to the details of execution. 
The manner of executing the details I corrected as far as 
possible, and at once I proceeded to examine and investi- 
gate the same plan or system, not only of my own accord, 
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but also under the special order of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Board, dated July 19, 1875. 


The King street section having been built on the same 
system, the wall at that place as well as at Canal street 
was examined, and the result is detailed in my report to 
the Executive Committee, dated September 16, 1875. 
My conclusion was, in general, that the pile foundation 
was not properly prepared to support the weight of the . 
wall, and that the ‘‘deton en masse in situ’ system 
could not be relied upon to produce a permanent, stable, 
and durable wall. I accordingly suspended all work on 
the bulkhead wall under this system, and recommended 
the suspension, if not the entire abandonment of such a 
plan or system of constructing the wall. 


In my report, above mentioned, I further suggested 
the propriety of procuring, for the decision of so import- 
ant a matter, the assistance of other engineers to examine 
more minutely than I had at the time been able to do 
the subject of the construction of these two sections 
(Canal and King streets), and to advise what remedy, if 
any, should be applied to them. 


On the 22d of September, 1875, the Board wrote a 
letter to his Honor the Mayor, requesting him to desig- 
nate three engineers for this purpose. | 


On the 12th of October, 1875, the Mayor designated 
Gen. John Newton, Engineer Corps, U. S. A.; Gen. Q. 
A. Gillmore, Engineer Corps, U. S. A.; and W. EF. 

4 
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Worthen, Esq., Civil Engineer, as a Board of Engineers 
for the purpose requested by the Commissioners. 


The instructions to this Board were as follows : 

‘You are requested to make an examination of the 
‘bulkhead wall now partially constructed at Canal and 
King streets, North river, and to report to the Depart- 
ment of Docks at the earliest day practicable the facts as 
to the condition of such structures, together with your 
opinion as to their safety and durability. 

“You are requested also to communicate. your advice 
as to completing such structures, either with or without 
modifications of the plan of construction; and to give 
your advice as to what, if anything, should be done with 
those structures.” 

The Board of Engineers immediately proceeded to 
make a most minute and exhaustive examination of the 
walls built at Canal and King streets, supplementing 
their examination by building a sample of the ‘‘deton en 
masse in situ,’ about 10 feet by 10 feet by 10 feet high, 
in a box which was taken from the water by the derrick 
‘“City of New York,” and placed upon Pier 42 (old 
number). 

The sides of the box were then removed, and the sam- 
ple viewed by many of the city officials and a number of 
engineers. 

The Board of Engineers submitted a preliminary 
report on the 17th of December, 1875, reporting the 
progress of their investigations, and saying, that while 
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they were unable to give answer to all the queries pro- 
posed, ‘‘ we find that the mode of construction adopted 
in connection with the details, appliances, and materials. 
used, is uncertain in its results.” 


On the 18th of February, 1876, the Board of Engi- 
neers presented their full report, embracing a ‘‘joint 
report,” the notes of examination in detail of each mem- 
ber of the Board, accounts of all experiments made by 
them, and ‘‘ remarks” on the subject by General Newton 
and by General Gillmore. 


In the joint report, after stating their proceeding and 
examination, this Board of Engineers makes the follow- 
ing deduction : 

“« As to the safety and durability of these structures, in 
our opinion, as structures we cannot consider them as safe 
and durable in their present condition, nor with the pre- 
cautions intended by their designer ;’’ thus fully and com- 
pletely sustaining and coinciding with the opinion ex- 
pressed in, my report to the Executive Committee on 
September 16, 1875. 

On another point, considered in my report to the 
Executive Committee, that of leaving the pile heads 
broomed up by driving, and consequently unfit to bear 
a heavy weight resting on them, the Board of Engineers. 
in their joint reportsay : ‘‘ Besides the elements of uncer- 
tainty in both bulkhead constructions, arising from im- 
perfect set and separation of the component parts of the 
material, soft seams and abrasion of face, there is another 
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_in the condition of some of the pile-heads in the mass of 
concrete. Whilst admitting the value of the extension 
of the piles up into the mass, and the binding and unit- 
ing qualities of the concrete among the piles, still, where 
a pile has been driven by a follower, and the top of the 
pile left broomed and broken, the obvious inference must 
be that the head of the pile is injured for an insistent 
weight, and from the overhang of the head the con- 
crete may fail to inclose the body of the pile below. 

‘« As an apparent evidence of this, when, in the shaft 
at Canal street, the top of a pile was reached, the water 
flowed in so freely around the pile that the work was 
suspended.” 

Thereby sustaining my opinion in regard to them as 
expressed in my report to the Executive Committee 
above mentioned. 

In regard to completing the structures commenced on 
this plan, the Board of Engineers recommend that 
where, as in Canal and King streets, a wall has been 
built, it be strengthened by building a platform in the 
rear to relieve the pressure from the filling yet to be put : 
in, and for such places as Clarkson and Houston streets, 
where the piles have been driven, but no masonry laid, 
that. a wall be built of blocks of concrete made in air, 
laid as headers and stretchers in front and rear, and the 
spaces filled with concrete in bags, and concrete deposited 
by a Zrémie. A relieving platform also to be built in the 
rear of such walls and fastened to them. 
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It is intended to follow these recommendations, and 
the platform in rear of the Canal street wall has been 
commenced and is now in progress of construction by the 
Department’s employees. At the northerly and south- 
erly ends of this section the piles have been driven, but) 
no masonry built upon them. The mud hassettled upon 
and over the tops of these piles to the depth of some 
two or three feet. It will be necessary to remove this 
deposit of mud by pumping it out, and the necessary 
pump is now being placed upon the ten-ton derrick for 
this purpose. 

As soon as it can be done the mud will be removed, 
and the wall, as recommended by the Board of Engineers 
for such cases, will be built. 


It being impracticable to continue this section further 
to the southward for some time, because the Department 
has not control of the water front, it becomes necessary 
to rebuild the outlet for Canal street sewer between the 
new and old bulkhead lines, where it was cut through 
for the purpose of building the bulkhead wall. It will 
be rebuilt on same line as before, and willempty its con- 
tents at end of old Pier 42. ; 

Old Pier 42 has been repaired and leased for a term of 
three years from May 1, 1876. 


KING STREET SECTION, 


The wet caisson for this section of the wall was finished, 
and the intermediate stone and rip-rap brought upto the 
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proper level by the 1st of June, 1875. On July 3 the 
concrete foundation for the entire length of the section 
had been putin, and by the 7th of July the bulkhead wall’ 
was finished up to the “E” course. ‘The work of putting 
in the filling behind the wall and setting the coping was 
suspended, to await the result of the examination by the 
Board of Engineers. 

After their report was made, recommending relieving 
platforms in rear of the sections of the wall already built, 
plans and specifications for doing this work by contract 
were prepared and submitted to the Board, there being 
no complication as at Canal street, to keep open a con- 
nection with the two piers on each side. 


(For details, see Schedule 3.) 


HousTON STREET (BETWEEN OLD PIERS 46 AND 47, 
NORTH RIVER). 


In June last the preparations for building the bulkhead 
wall at this section were commenced by dredging out 
the mud. The foundation piles were then driven, the 
intermediate stone and rip-rap put in, the wet caisson 
built, and the section, 151 feet in length, was ready in 
September for placing the concrete upon the “‘ beton en 


masse in situ’’ plan. 


(For details, see Schedule 4.) 


: No concrete has been put in on this section, because 
this plan was not considered satisfactory. 
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Recent soundings show that the mud has settled on 
and about the piles. This is to bepumped out, the piles 
cut off, and the wall of blocks, as recommended by the 
Board of Engineers for such places, built. Work will be 
_ commenced as soon as the pumping can be done. 


CLARKSON STREET (BETWEEN OLD PIERS 47 AND 48). 


The foundation for about 100 feet of bulkhead was pre- 
pared in July and August last by driving the piles. 
These piles were cut off, in August last, at a depth of 15 


feet below mean low water. 


(For details, see Schedule 4.) 


The wall, as recommended by the Board of Engineers, 
is to be built on this pile foundation. 


CHRISTOPHER STREET SECTION. 


Received orders October 8, 1875, to continue the bulk- 
head wall atthe southerly end of this section, and by 
December 10 all the piles for the foundation had been 
driven. Intermediate 4-inch stone between the heads 
of the piles, and rip-rap in front and rear of the founda- 
tion were then put down, the pile-heads cut off 14 feet 
10 inches below mean low water to an uniform level to 
receive the platforms. These were built in sections 
between March 20 and April 14. They were then 
sunk and-secured to the heads of the piles by wooden 
treenails. ’ 
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Preparations are now being made to set the concrete 
blocks on the platforms. 


(For details, see Schedule 5.) 


In extending the wall at this section for about 150 
feet southerly, a change was made in the foundation. In 
that previously constructed, the piling consisted of 12 
longitudinal rows of vertical piles, the spaces between 
them filled in with stone from the harder mud where the 
dredging ceased, to within 2 feet of the tops of the piles. 
Then, from the top of these stones to the top of the 
piles, concrete was filled, being passed through the water 
in boxes, and placed and leveled off by divers. 


I do not consider this concrete, placed in such a 
manner, as having any particular value for binding the 
pile-heads together—and, at best, its usefulness is very 
uncertain and unreliable. 

For the new length of wall, the same number of verti- 
cal piles were driven as before, and to these was added 
one row of bracing piles driven on a slope of 4 horizon- 
tal to 1 vertical, placed so as to bear about 12 inches 
back of the toe of the masonry wall. Upon the top of 
these piles, a platform made of two thicknesses of 4-inch 
spruce plank placed at right angles to each other and 
fastened by treenails, and having built into its under side 
a key or bearing piece fitted to rest and bear upon the 


heads of the bracing piles, was sunk and securely 
fastened by a 3” inch diameter oak treenail driven 
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through the 8” platform and 12 inches into the head of 
each pile. 

The piles were driven by means of a follower to a 
depth of about 9 feet below mean low water and were 
cut off at a depth of 14’ 10” below same level. 


The vertical piles were all cut off as near as possible to 
the same height by a circular saw supported by a tempo- 
rary staging on piles, and the bracing piles were cut off 
by the same means at right angles to their axes. 

After the piles were cut off, a grating, made of No. 6 
wire, having square meshes of one inch sides, was made 
in sections 414 x13' 9", and fastened together into a 
square 27% feet by 27 feet. This was lowered by hand 
from the temporary staging used for carrying the circu- 
lar saw, to the top of the piles, being carefully guided to 
its proper position by wooden fittings to the square piles 
which supported the temporary staging. 

A diver was then sent down upon the grating to find 
each pile and to mark its centre by springing a small 
snap-hook upon the grating at the proper place. The 
grating was then raised and placed upon a section of the 
platform and the position of centre of each pile marked 
upon the platform from the grating. The holes for the 
3" oak treenails were then bored through the platform. 
The grating being removed, the platform was then loaded 
and lowered by same guides as the grating upon the 
heads of the piles. Augers were then placed in the holes’ 
in the platforms by divers, and the holes bored into the 
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heads of the piles by men standing on the temporary 
staging. The chips from these borings afforded very 
satisfactory evidence, by the rings in the wood, of the 
accuracy of finding the centre of the pile heads, but few 
of holes tested in this way being found to be more than 
about an inch from the centre. When the holes were 
bored the treenails were placed in them and driven with 
a rammer by men upon the temporary staging. The 
plank in each section of the platform overlaped and inter- 
locked the planks of the adjoining sections so as to 


approximate closely in effect to a continuous platform. 


New PIER 42, NORTH RIVER. 


The work of driving piles for this pier was commenced 
by the contractor, James McIntire, on the 16th of 
December, 1875, and at this date the pier is nearly 
finished, except about 60 feet of the in-shore end. 


The piles furnished by the Department for this pier 
not being long enough to afford a good bearing for the 
outer end, 211 of them were fished to a length of 
about 90 feet by the Department workmen. 


(For details, see Schedule 5.) 


PAVONIA FERRY IMPROVEMENTS, NORTH RIVER. 


Plans for building a new slip for the Pavonia ferry and 
new Piers 21 and 22, North river, with platforms between 


them, were prepared, but their execution has not yet 
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been ordered. When built, the bulkhead wall for about 
600 feet in length should be built at same time, or, if 
possible, the wall should be built before the ferry slip 


and piers are constructed. 


SURVEYING PARTY. 

The work accomplished by the surveying party during 
the year ending April 30, 1876, has been principally 
‘soundings for dredging, ‘‘ lines and levels” for work in 
construction by the Department, and various surveys 
along the water front. Soundings have been taken in 
one hundred and twenty-five slips, on the North, East 
and Harlem rivers, and with those for the bulkhead wall 
make an aggregate of fifteen thousand soundings, all of 
which have been plotted to show depth at low water. 
As, step by step, the work of constructing the stone bulk- 
head wall advances, lines and levels are constantly re- 
quisite, and from the want of stability of any of the old 
wooden piers, or, in fact, of any wooden structure, the 
lines established have to be frequently checked. Owing 
to the crowded condition of the thoroughfares bordering 
the river, what otherwise would be a very simple matter, 
often became a very long, tiresome operation ; so tedious 
that many of the principal lines, together with a survey 
of West street, between Barrow and Canal streets, have 
been accomplished entirely by Sunday work, and the in- 
creased accuracy and rapidity obtained has justified the 
innovation. In addition to the above it has been neces- 
sary to give lines for work executed by private parties 
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under the supervision of the Department, and to make a 
number of minor surveys along the water front in which 
the Department maps were not sufficiently explicit. 


For the purpose of determining approximately to what 
depth and in what degree the river bed was permeated 
by the overlying water, iron tubes, composed of sections 
of iron pipe of four inches interior diameter, fitted 
together with screw collars to form a water-tight joint, © 
were placed contiguous to the line of the new bulkhead 
at Morton street and Clarkson street, North river. 
They were drawn down (not driven) into the river 
bottom, by a pile driver, section after section of pipe 
being added until it refused all the strain the pile driver 
could exert. The penetration below the surface of the 
river bed varied with the locality ; the least being twenty- 
four feet at Morton street, and the greatest, forty-seven 
feet, at Clarkson street ; the depth of water in which they 
were placed being nearly twenty feet at mean low water. 
After removing all the water in the pipe and a portion of 
the softest mud, but leaving the core of mud which had 
been forced in when the pipe was lowered, accurate 
soundings were taken each day, extending over a con- 
siderable period, and the water was found to gain on an 
average from one-half to three-quarters of an inch per 
diem. This increase varied slightly with the position 
and depth and was not uniform in the same pipe. 


On removing the core from the pipes it was found to 
be moderately stiff mud, composed of clay, vegetable 
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matter and sand in varying proportion, with occasional 
shells and. gravel. At the Morton street section, after 
the removal of the core, water rose slowly in the pipe to 
one-and-a half feet above high water mark, where it 
remained, and upon examination it proved to be fresh 
water. The pipe was several times pumped nearly dry, 
but the water always rose slowly, about one foot in two- 
and-a-half minutes, until it reached its former altitude. 


DEPARTMENT YARD, EAST SEVENTEENTH STREET. 


From May 1, 1875, to January 1, 1876, the work in 
this yard was confined to cutting stone for the facing of 
the bulkhead wall and making rubble blocks for the 
backing. 

Since the commencement of this year the yard has 
been used for storage purposes, principally for cement 
and granite. 


On the 1oth of June, 1875, the pay of stonecutters 
was changed from $4 per day of eight hours, to 25 cents 
per superficial foot of beds and joints; it having been 
considered by the Board governing this Department, 
that the work of stone cutting would be more economi- 
cally performed if they paid for work by the ‘‘ piece” 
instead of by day’s work. On the 21st of August the 
stonecutter’s pay was reduced to 17% cents per super- 
ficial foot of beds and joints. This reduction was made 


in consequence of the stonecutter’s wages in New York 
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having greatly fallen at this time, in most cases from $4 
to $3 per day of eight hours. 

The following table gives the cost of cutting for each 
rate of pay, and shows quite conclusively the economy 
of paying by the piece instead of by day’s work :

From the above it appears that the amount of work 
averaged per day of eight hours by each man when paid 
by the piece, at the lowest rate of 17% cents per foot, 
was over 70 per cent. more than that accomplished by 
the same men in the same time, when paid at the rate of 
$4 per day ; and that as the rate of pay by the piece 
was reduced, they increased their work sufficiently to 
enable them to earn over $4 per day of eight hours. 

The cost of stone-cutting for the year has been $1.05 
per cubic foot on a total amount of 21,537 cubic feet of 
granite cut.

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GANSEVOORT STREET YARD. 

This yard has been used for the past year for receiving 
stores and issuing them to the different sections and to 
the floating property. Most of the blacksmith’s work 
required in the Department has been done here, and all 
the cement received from contractors has been tested, 
according to the different contracts. Besides the regular 
tests, about 550 different experiments (which included 
the moulding and breaking up of over 3,000 test blocks)

Set the pier and base blocks on crib No. 11 for arch No. 12, finished 
concreting crib 11 for arch 12, and commenced concreting crib 12 for arch 
13, also concreting and decking arch 11, springing arch 12, resetting arch 
11 ; all done during the month of May, 1875. 

June 1—The derrick was employed in lowering concrete into crib No. 
12 (for arch 13). Crib 12 was completed on June 12 ; 319 batches of concrete 
were put in it, Concreting of crib 13 was commenced June 25 and com- 
pleted July 14, taking 447 batches of concrete. Crib 14 was commencd July 
28 and completed August 9, taking 270 batches. Crib 15 was commenced 
September 21 and completed October 1, taking 254 batches. Crib 17 was 
commenced October 13 and completed October 25, taking 191 batches. Crib 
18 was commenced November 12 and completed December 13, taking 281 
batches. Total number of batches of concrete put in cribs for the year is 
2,006 batches. 

Commenced building crib 13 on June 8. 

Built during the year cribs Nos. 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, and 18; divers, 
with the assistance of the large derrick, set concrete ‘‘ base blocks ”? and 
“¢ pier blocks’? on cribs Nos. 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, and part of 18. 
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The divers also, with the derrick’s assistance, set the centres for arches 
13, 14, 15, 16, and 17. 

The derrick drew the centres from all arches except Nos. 15, 16, and 17 ; 
also % of No. Io. 

In the month of June arch No. 11 was partly concreted and decked. 
During the year arches Nos. 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, and 17 were concreted and 
decked. The masons, with the assistance of the scow derrick, the 1o-ton 
derrick, and the large derrick, sprung arches Nos. 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, and 17. 

Two (2) contract divers commenced work on June 30 and completed 
work on July 8. They were employed in concreting crib 13. 

The number of laborers employed during the busiest time ranged from 
70 to 129. 

Twenty-five concrete blocks were manufactured here for Christopher 


street.

CANAL STREET SECTION. 


Bulkhead North of New Pier 34. 
May 4, 1875—Commenced laying stone opposite southeast corner of pier. 
May 22, 1875—100 lineal feet of wall were finished ready for shore connec- 
tion of pier. 
June 1, 1875—-Extension of caisson towards old Pier 43 commenced. 
June 15, 1875—Four-inch stones were placed between the piles already 


driven (before May 1, 1875); 1,675 cubic yards mud were excavated 
from site of bulkhead close to old Pier 43 ; and 


July 2 to 14, 1875—128 piles were driven, completing foundation for a dis- 
tance of 149 feet, 9 inches north of new Pier 34. 

July 19, 1875—Commenced laying concrete on the piles in foundation, 
depositing, up to 31st of August, 1,034 batches. 
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July 26, 1875—The stretch of concrete north of pier being leveled off by 
diver, laying stone thereon was commenced, and when work ceased on 
31st of August, there was a length of 183 feet of wall finished on the 
““E”’ course, and 209 feet on ‘‘ A.” 


Bulkhead South of New Pier 34. 


July 19, 1875 Commenced cutting through old Pier 42, to make way for 
wall to the south, 2,850 cubic yards of mud being excavated in cut. 

July 23, 1875-—Commenced driving piles for foundation, and by August 14, 
514 piles were driven, completing a distance of 194 feet south of new 
Pier 34, or within 40 feet of old Pier 41. 

August 18, 1875—Commenced formation of caisson; 17 square piles being 
driven, and 14 mould boards made for it, when the work was stopped. 

September 7 to 17, 1875—White’s machine was engaged sawing off the heads 
of the piles in this foundation, 15 feet below low water ; the number 
sawed off being 486. 


New Pier 34, Worth River. 


June 3, 1875—Work was commenced for the shore connection of this pier, 
and consisted of tearing away the ‘“‘L”’ block of old Pier 42%, 1,687 
cubic yards of mud and stone being excavated ; driving 37 piles, putting 
on cross and side caps and rangers; laying deck; putting braces on 
piles, etc., etc. 

Some work was done on outer end of pier, which was driving 8 
spring piles for steamship ‘‘Henry Chauncey,” fastening them with 
chains, and putting chocks behind them ; the entire work being finished 
on June 26. 


Old Pier 42, North River. 


From August 16 to September 18, 1875—The deck and end ot this pier were 
patched over in several places with old plank, and the spring piles on end 
were refastened and new chocks put on. 
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Connections between old Piers 42% and 43, North River. 


June 14, 1875—This work was commenced, in order to give access to West 
street from old Pier 43, when part of the latter would have ‘beén torn 
away to make room for the bulkhead wall. There were only a few days 
work on it, which was driving 61 piles and laying about 500 square feet 
of plank. The work was never completed, being torn up subsequently 
to make way for the platform now being built in rear of wall. 


Test Pit. 


November 6, 1875—Commenced digging this pit in bulkhead wall opposite 
southeast corner of new Pier 34, and a depth of about 17 feet was 
reached on December 16, when the inflow of water prevented further 
digging. 

October 21, 1875—-Commenced building a caisson, to hold an experimental 

block of concrete ; finished on October 31. 


August 14 to 18, 1875—A scow, 10 by 16 feet, was built, and house put on it 
for use of the divers. 


August 24 to September 18, 1875—36 rubble blocks were built, as follows: 
18=3% cubic yards ; 1834 cubic yards. 


Platform Rear of Bulkhead Wall. 


April 19, 1876—This work- was commenced by pulling up the square piles 
and mould boards of both sides of caisson, north and south of new Pier 
34; also 56 of the stay piles from rear of wall, and tearing up, on 


April 26, 27, and 28, 1876, part of the gangway or entrance to new Pier 34, 
and the unfinished connection between old Piers 4214 and 43.

KING STREET SECTION. 


The caisson having been finished and the rip-rap and 4-inch stone 
brought up to the proper level, 64 cubic yards of concrete were deposited in 
the caisson previous to June 1, 1875. By July 3, the concrete foundation was 
finished for a length of 146% feet. From June 24 to July 7, 160 pieces of 
granite, and 45 rubble blocks were set, finishing the wall up to the ““E”’ 
course, which is 14314 feet long. July 12, took up 1 panel when the imper- 
fection of this work was disclosed. From September 18 to October 8, made 
a hole in the wall 214 by 4% feet to a depth of 14 feet 8 inches, for the 
purpose of examining the interior, and, October 6, lowered a coffer dam down 
on the front face, so as to allow an examination of it. 


To secure a good bearing for the ends of the timbers of the platform, 
recommended by the Board of Engineers, a berme was built about 3 feet 
wide the whole length of the wall; this berme is of concrete, of one part of 


sand, one part of Rosendale cement, and three parts of broken-stone put down 
in gunny bags. 


SCHEDULE.No, 4. 
CLARKSON STREET SECTION. 
Received orders, June 15, to commence dredging for the bulkhead founda- 


tion, between Piers 46 and 47, and 47 and 48, commenced June 17. 


From June 29 to July 20, drove 579 piles between Piers 46 and 47 ; from 
July 15 to August 11, drove 405 piles between Piers 47 and 48 ; from July 22 
to August 7, 38 square piles were driven for the caisson, 150 feet long, be- 
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tween 46 and 47 ; put down the shutters and closed the ends; from August 
17 to August 19, put down 13 square piles and shutters for the front of the 
caisson, 100 feet long, between Piers 47 and 48. 


From August 16 to September 14, put down in front and rear of founda- 
tion, between Piers 46 and 47, 1,662 cubic yards of rip-rap and 4-inch stone, 
and around the heads of the piles, 575 cubic yards of 4-inch stone. Work 
stopped on this section August 24. From August 31 to September 18, cut off 
358 piles, 15 feet below low water, between Piers 47 and 48.

Received orders October 8 to continue bulkhead wall south, and from 
October 20 to December 10, drove 1,001 piles for the foundation. From De- 
cember 10 to January 26, built a temporary platform over the foundation to 
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carry the machine for cutting piles. December 22, commenced putting down 
4-inch stone around the heads of the piles up to within 2 feet of the formation 
level, and from January 13 to March 11, cut off heads of the piles to receive 
the platforms, put down in front and rear of the foundation 824 cubic yards 
rip-rap and 4-inch stone, and around the heads of the piles 505 cubic yards of 
4-inch stone and small broken stone. From March 20 to April 14, built six 
platforms in two courses of 4-inch spruce plank ; these platforms were 25 
feet by 28 feet by 8 inches thick, fastened by 7-inch locust treenails. From 
April 17 to May 29 these platforms were bored for 3-inch treenails, and sunk 
into their places on the heads of piles, and the work of securing platforms is 
about finished. 


Pier 42, North River. 


From August 23 to December 22, removed old Pier 50, foot of Morton 
street, with the exception of 70 feet of the inner end. 


Contractor James McIntire commenced December 16 to drive piles for 
new Pier No. 42 (75 ft. x 570ft.), and at this date has the pier nearly 
finished, with the exception of about.60 feet of the inshore end. The piles fur- 
nished by the Department for this pier not being long enough to bring up at 
the outer end, 211 of them were spliced to a length of about go feet by the De- 
partment workmen. 


From April 19 to May 1, built a temporary bridge, 25 feet x 195 feet, con- 
necting south end of wall with the inner end of new Pier 42. 

Tore up the old bulkhead platform foot of Barrow street. From August 
7 to February 9, made alterations in the sheds on new Piers 43 and 46, 
to accommodate the ships occupying these piers ; cut out the sides for new 


doors ; put up 4 hose reels on each pier and furnished them with 1, 100 feet of 
rubber hose and fixtures. 


From August 19 to September 10, laid down plank roadways from Pier 
43 to the street, 136 ft. x 18 ft.; from Pier 44 to the street, 170 ft. x 30 
ft. ; from Pier 45 to the street, 180 ft. x 30 ft; from south entrance of ferry 
platform to the street, 172 ft. x 4c ft., all of old materials taken from Pier 50. 

From September 1 to November 3, painted all the pile heads under 
piers at this section with dead oil. 
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From October 20 to November 20, painted the tin work on the interior 
of sheds on new Piers 43 and 46, with three coats of white lead and oil, 
by contract.
